There is a fairly good demand for funds, es- 
pecially from the interior, but rates have not 
advanced, owing to the large supplies of 
money.

OUR TRADE WITH CANADA. 


Our readers are doubtless all aware 
of the efforts that have been made by 
the representatives of this country and 
of Canada to frame a fisheries treaty 
which would prove just and acceptable 
to both countries. The treaty which 
was the result of the joint efforts was 
laid before the Senate last week for the 
approval of that body but was prompt- 
ly rejected as entirely unsatisfactory, 
the advantages being nearly all on the 
side of our neighbors. This left the 
matter where it was before negotia- 
tions looking to a settlement of the dif- 
ficulty were begun, and the fear was 
entertained that our fishing fleet would 
again be harassed and our fishermen 
persecuted, while all rights of fishing 
or of trading in Canadian waters would 
be denied them. This fear has caused 
the President to issue a message to 
Congress asking additional legislation 
which would enable him to resort to 
effective retaliatory measures to bring 
Canada to terms, though the laws 
already enacted have not been taken 
advantage of and their efficiency 
tested. The Non-Intercourse Act au- 
thorizes the President to exclude from 
our ports all Canadian vessels, and to 
deny entry into the United States to 
any or all products of the Dominion. 
This law thus authorizes the enforce- 
ment of absolute and complete non- 
intercourse so far as this is accom- 
plished by prohibiting the admission 
of any Canadian product into the 
United States by either land or water. 
The President now informs Congress 
that while he would not hesitate to en- 
force this law, upon provocation, he 
does not regard it as affording the most 
effective means of retaliation. The 
Non-Intercourse Act does not refer to 
goods shipped from the United States 
to Canada; and he calls attention to 
the fact that Canada is largely depend- 
ent upon our ports, both for purposes 
of importation and exportation, and 
that the most effective blow that could 


| be struck without serious injury to 


ourselves would be the prohibition of 
this transportation in bond to or from 
Canada of the imports and exports of 
the Dominion from and to foreign 
countries. He calls attention to the 
fact that in the past six years the im- 
ports and exports of Canada carried to 
and from our ports in bond have ag- 
gregated $270,000,000, and that for sev- 
eral months of the year Canada is 
almost wholly dependent upon this 
means of carrying on her foreign com- 
merce. The President therefore asks 
authority ‘‘tosuspend by proclamation 
the operation of alllaws and regula- 
tions permitting the transit of goods, 
wares and merchandise in bond across 
or over the territory of the United 
States to orfrom Canada.” A bill to 
carry this recommendation into effect 
has been prepared, which provides 
that “it shall belawful for the Presi- 
dent, in his discretion, -by proclama- 
tion to that effect, to suspend in whole 
or in part the transportation of goods, 
wares or merchandise imported or ex- 
ported from any foreign country ex- 
cept Canada in bond, and without the 
payment of duty,to or from the British 
Dominions in North America across 
the territory of the United States.” 


It is probable that such a sweeping 
power would never be exercised, but 
it isa serious menace held over import- 
ant trade and transportation interests 
of the United States and Canada, and 
in considering this phase of the matter 
astudy of trade statistics will prove 
interesting. The official statistics of 
imports and exports for the past five 
years are as follows:

INSECT FLOWERS AND HUNGA- 
RIAN DAISIES. 


Although the season for insect pow- 
der has passed its meridian, there is 
still a most unusual interest displayed 
in the article and grinders and dealers 
will long remember the summer of 188& 
as the most prosperous in their experi- 
ence to the present time. Although 
the consumption has been large there 
has been no proportionate apprecia- 
tion in value, notwithstanding a smal) 
supply of insect flowers to begin with 
and no appreciable aquisition to the 
stock during the season. Indeed the 
period of greatest consumption will 
close with little if any supply of the 
flowers in first hands, It has some 
weeks yet to run, and according to the 
latest and most reliable advices from 
Trieste there remains in stock there 
only about sixty-five tons, which since 
the date upon which this information 
was forwarded may, and probably has, 
found its way into consuming chan- 
nels, notwithstanding the extreme 
prices demanded by the holders. 

The failure of the market for the 
powder to respond to the advance in 
the flowers is traceable entirely to the 
excessive competition which has 
marked the trade in insect powder from 
the beginning oftheseason. This com- 
petition has not been restricted to deal- 
ings in the regular or pure Dalmatian 
powder, but,as intimated several weeks 
ago,isin part the result of a new depar- 
ture in this line of trade, which has 
brought into the market a substitute or 
adulterant for the genuine insecticide, 
the introduction of which has hada 
wide-spread effect, notably in unset- 
tling the confidence of buyers. It is 
worthy of note that while few 
brands of insect powder have been 
in any way adulterated with this 
powder, yet the knowledge that it 
is imported at all has made buyers 
extremely cautious and suspicious, 
and has done much within the past 
few weeks to check the urgency of 
the demand for the insecticide, As stat- 





ed before when this subject was under 
consideration, buyers who are well in- 
formed need have no fear of having 
this material palmed off on them, as it 
may be distinguished from the genuine 
by ordinary simple tests. 

Other markets have likewise suffer- 
ed from the intrusion of these 
false flowers and even Trieste, the 
source of supply of the bulk of the 
Dalmatian product which finds its 
way here, has not been free from the 
intrusion. A recent letter from that 
market says that these spurious flow- 
ers were dried on _ the _ foot 
path right under’ the noses 
of passers by, and that some 
one hundred bales of them had jus t 
been shipped to New York, in connec 
tion with about thirty bales of Dalma- 
tian flowers. The writer of the letter 
adds that he knows that a portion of 
these flowers were packed in quite a 
damp state, and having become heated 
had begun to carbonize before leaving 
the port of shipment. The trade of 
Trieste considers that the introduction 
of these false flowers, or Hungarian 
daisies, as they are known, is a serious 
matter, and may ruin the trade inthe 
Dalmatian unless suppressed. These 
are statements of a well known corres- 
pondent which, however, we cannot 
take upon ourselves to entirely vouch 
tor, but they at least are suggestive to 
buyers of insect powder, who will act 
upon the information so as to best pro- 
tect their own interests.

SPECULATION IN PIG LEAD. 


Under the skillful manipulations of a 
prominent operator the price of pig 
ead has taken a decided jump within 
the past few days, and that it may be 
forced still higher there is every rea- 
son to believe at this writing. Pig lead 
has long been a favorite plaything with 
a certain operator, who has an ambi- 
tion to be considered the king of the 
trade in this market. His operations 
have in the past been the cause of no 
iittle embarassment to consumers of 
lead, since they have kept the market 
in a very unsettled state, but this class 
of buyers have been able to draw some 
consolation for the inconvenience to 
which they have been frequently sub- 
jected from the knowledge that the 
chief sp2culator has lost heavily and 
frequently by his deals. At the pres- 
ent time, however, he appears to be on 
top, and has attained a position from 
which he can, temporarily at least, 
dictate to the smaller fry. For 
several months he has been buy- 
ing quietly but liberally in all mar- 
kets, with a view to obtaining control 
of the available supply, and the recent 
fluctuations in the market were due to 
his operations. Recently he has been 
compelled to bid up the market in the 
furtherance of his scheme, as sellers in 
the West refused to be drawn out at the 
comparatively low figures at which he 
had been buyifg, previously. They 
took the bait of higher prices and now 
it is asserted that he can now rest from 
his labors of concentrating supplies, 
and reap the resulting benefits. 

The stability of values is by no 
means assured, however, although, as 
stated, there is room for further ap- 
preciation. The rapid rise has fright- 
ened off consumers, and they will only 
be induced to buy when compelled by 
the exigencies of consumption. It 
may further be reckoned as among the 
causes likely to arise as an offset to 
the supposed advantage of the bull 
operator, that the production is al- 
ready in excess of the consumptive 
requirements of the country, and will 
in all probability be stimulated by 
present prices. ‘The probable course 
of the foreign markets must also be 
taken into account. At present, Lon- 
don values are above the parity of our 
market,; thus giving the only encour- 
agement for a further advance which 
may amount to, say ten cents 
per hundredweight here, but the con:

THE SOAP MOVEMENT. 


In about two weeks arrangements 
will be perfected for a preliminary or- 
ganization of soap manufacturers, as 
several large firms are giving their ad- 
herence to the movement, and there 
are encouraging evidences from other 
sources which indicate a good repre- 
sentation of the trade in support of a 
co-operative plan which promises re- 
lief from the evils complained of. There 
was a hesitancy at the beginning to 
assist in the inauguration of such a 
scheme, but a free and full discussion 
in these columns and through the vol- 
uminous correspondence conducted 
by Mr. Horace W. Calef, carried con- 
viction to the minds of the large 
majority who have been persuaded 
that a mutual benefit plan of govern- 
ing the outside interests of the various 
concerns should be adopted. The or- 
ganization when completed will be 
similar to other trade associations that 
are not combinations to regulate prices 
and production, the intention being to 
allow every soap maker to control his 
own business independent of competi- 
tors. The advantages to be gained 
will be from united effort in matters 
of freights, credits, adulteration, tariff 
and other questions which cannot be 
satisfactorily settled by individual ac- 
tion. It is expected to be a strong and 
influential body, and it is intended to 
make its usefullness as far reaching as 
possible, so that no soap maker of im- 
portance can afford to be denied the 
privileges of membership. Before the 
close of the year we expect to see the 










dition of trade on the other side is not 
such as to warrant any increase in the 
firmness there, or even a prolonged 
maintenance of the present London 
prices. 

Close observers of the market are of 
the opinion that, as there was nothing 
in the situation to warrant the sharp 
advance in prices for pig lead, a re- 
lapse cannot be very far off, and our 
information from the different mar- 
kets affected confirms this view. The 
‘ consuming branches are not in such a 
e flourishing condition as to require 
immediate and large supplies of the 
metal, and as the production, as be- 
fore stated, will in all probability pile 
up outside supplies with greater rapid- 
ity than the ‘leading operator” can 
take care of them, he is likely to find 
himself, as he has on other occasions, 
between two fires. Therefore an early 
collapse of the boom in pig lead is 
quite possible whatever may be the 
course of prices meantime.

The disproportion between declara- 
tions and sales, the London journal be- 
lieves, is the result of jealousy between 
the brokers or for the reason that if one 
advertises a sale the others feel bound 
to follow suit, and the trade conse- 
quently are burdened with twice as 
many catalogues as are desirable, and 
compelled to see the same lot of goods 
offered over and over again uselessly. 
By holding the sales once a month this 
difficulty and others affecting the trade 
would largely disappear. 

The question is not one ot great in- 
terest to the drug trade of this country, 
and if the sales were held monthly in- 
stead of semi monthly it would proba- 
bly make little difference to the ma- 
jority of wholesale dealers here. New 
York jobbers might be inconvenienced 
at times if compelled to wait a month 
for supplies, but on the whole they do 
not anticipate much trouble on this 
score, believing that the lengthening 
of the period between the public auc- 
tions would result in encouraging more 
private sales, an idea which seems to 
strike a number of them very favorably 
for some reason.

IMPORTING STEARINE. 


Pressers of oleo stearine have to con- 
front competition from France and 
England for the first time in a period 
often years. Last May the REPORTER 
recorded the fact that a lot of French 
stearine had been bought on the Pro- 
duce Exchange for future shipment as 
an experiment, and it has since opened 
the door for other frequent consign- 
ments. Most of the business is now in 
French stearine which is offered at one- 
half cent per pound lower than the 
American. product. The latter has 
been in limited supply for some months 
owing to the unprecedented demand, 
and the elevation of prices encouraged 
the importation of foreign stearine. 
Quotations have advanced three cents 
per pound since last May and the ten- 
dency of the market is still upward, 
although there is sufficient stock from 
abroad tosupply all wants. Operators 
entertain the belief that foreign stear- 
ine will continue to be imported as the 
capacity of American pressers is not 
large enough to supply the demand, 
and that the movement into consump- 
tive channels will increase,as new and 
important outlets have been found for 
it during this year in the place of lard 
stearine on account of the price. 
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THE FERTILIZER EXCHANGE. 


The next meeting of the New York 
Fertilizer and Chemical Exchange, 
will be held in September. Although 
very little is heard of this organization 
it has accomplished considerable im- 
portant work in a quiet way, and the 
committees have performed very cred- 
itable service, which could never have 
been done outside of the associated in- 
terests. The members directed par- 
ticular attention to freights and legis- 
lation this season and succeeded in sup- 
pressing an objectionable bill in the 
New York Assembly which made it 
obligatory on the part of fertilizer 
manufacturers or their agents to de- 
liver samples to the Director of the 
New York State Experiment Station, 
and pay an analysis fee of ten dollars 
for each fertilizer ingredient contained 
in the manufactured product. It is 
certainly the duty of persons in charge 
of agricultural stations to procure 
samples through disinterested parties 
and from stock offered for sale, instead 
of imposing on the manufacturers. 
The proposed unjust tax is a mystery 
which should be explained,as the pres- 
ent session of Congress appropriated 
$15,000 to the experiment station of this

The American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science finished its thirty-seventh 
meeting at Cleveland, O., on the 2lut inst ; ad- 
journed to mect next August in Toronto. It 
was decided to memorialize Congress to place 
on the free list buoks pertaining to the physi- 
cal, natural and medical sciences, and appara- 
tus intended for purposes of scientific research 
or education. 

Near Neenah, Wis., Ang. 22, the large paper 
mill owned by George Whiting, situated on 
the island between Neenah and Menasha, was 
burned and the battery of boilers exploded. 
Eighteen persons were killed, seven fatally in 
jured and a number less seriously hurt, several 
of whom may die, The mill was a three-story 
structure, built four years ago at a cost of 
$100,000, and was operated day and night. 

Judge Driggs of the Common Pleas Court of 
Bellaire, O., bas rendered a decision in the 
case of the glass manufacturers of that city 
against the natural gas company, to which 
previous reference has been made in these 
columns. The decision restrains the gas 
company from refusing a supply of gas to the 
glass manufacturers so long as the contracts 
originally made continue in force.

President Humphreys will have some 
live topics for discussion at the next 
meeting of the Association of Manu- 
facturers and Dealers in Proprietary 
Goods, to be held at Saratoga next 
month, and the rebate system is to be 
the leader in debate’ He thinks it 
desirable to ascertain if the plan has 
been as beneficial to the manufacturers 
as to wholesalers,and if the former have 
received benefits corresponding to the 
efforts made to sustainit. He puts the 
question in a practical shape by ask- 
ing: Has the rebate plan increased or 
diminished the consumption of proprie- 
tary goods? and if the latter is the 
ease, has the stability of the market or 
the regularity of sales and collections 
compensated for the diminished con- 
sumption? Has the plan conduced to 
the wider distribution of goods? Has 
the continued surveillance been agree- 
able or otherwise? Can any plan be 
proposed to secure a reasonable mar- 
gin of profit to retail dealers? 

It is not known what prompted the 
interrogatories, but there is little doubt 
that we voice the sentiment of the 
trade in saying that the rebate system 
is working smoothly at the moment, 
and there seems to be no occasion for 
questioning its advantages. It may 
not be absolutely perfect, but the gen- 
eral sentiment is in favor of letting 
well enough alone, and avoiding the 
dangers of undertaking a reconstruc- 
tion of the system, even with the possi- 
bilities of improving it. As to the re- 
tail trade, there seems to be no possi- 
bility of including them in the scheme 
of protection until they are a unit in 
co-operating with the proprietors. 

But there are other and more im- 
portant matters which should engage 
the attention of manufacturers, and 
one of these as pointed out by Presi- 
dent Humphreys is hostile legislation, 
to meet which it may be necessary to 
devise some means for removing the 
professional objection to the manufac- 
ture and sale of proprietary medicines 
and secure the industry against haras- 
sing and unjust attacks. It is desired 
tomake the Saratoga meeting the most 
important within the history of the 
association, and arrangements are being 
made for having a large attendance, 
ample time for discussion and a good 
social time.

Fire engines and an ambulance were called to 
the stores of Messrs. Dodge & Olcott on Wed- 
nesday, as an unusual accident occurred which 
necessitated the presencé of the ambulance at 
least. While engaged cleaning an empty tank 
used for storing essential oils and located on 
the upper floor, a workman suddenly found 
his clothes on fire, and before assistance came 
he sustained serious injuries, By a liberal 
use of water which is constantly kept in 
buckets on the premises, the fire was prevented 
from spreading. It is believed that the work- 
man carried a lantern into the tank contrary 
to orders, and his clothes being well saturated 
with essential oils, they no doubt came in con- 
tact with the flame in the lantern by accident, 
with the result stated. The firm sent the 
victim to a hospital and gave him all the 
attention possible. 


On August 23 a workman was suffocated 
while at work at the Georgia Chemical Works 
in Augusta. When found he presented an 
awful spectacle. The first intimation of the 
death of the man was when one of the laborers 
saw his legs protruding through a chute in the 
ceiling. An alarm was given, and after much 
difficulty the body was taken from the bottom 
of an immense vat filled with pulverized phos- 
phate dust, about to be converted into 
fertilizer. The supposition is that he went 
to free an opening at the bottom of the vat 
witha stick, and lost his balance, falling in 
The downward sinking of the dust took him 
with it, and he could seize nothing to stay- 
himself. His elbows prevented his being taken 
through the hole into a tank of sulphuric acid 
below, which would have dissolved every ves-

OILS. 


Among the pressers of lard oil there appears 
to be no diminution in firmness, and the mar- 
ket for prime is stiil quotable at last week’s 
figures. Local pressers still cherish a deep- 
rooted and abiding faith in the tuture, a faith 
which has not been in the least disturbed by 
the course of the market in lard during the 
past six Jays. About the usual movement to- 
ward the seaboard is reported, but the export 
inquiry is not improving. In the lower grades 
of oi) the market is unchanged, and while the 
inquiry for stearine is brisk it has not yet as- 
sumed suflicient proportions to stimulate over 
production, 

Of cotton oil, stocks are moderate, holdings 
firm and offerings light. 

In oleo the local market is dull, flat and un- 
interesting. Local cablegrams, however, in- 
dicate a disposition on the part of Holland 
churners to buyin Rotterdam. The result has 
been that importers have been willing to pay 
a slight adyance over 52 florins. Sales at the 
point last named have aggregated 2,000 tierces. 
Churners might have manifested more activity 
had it not been for the fact that higher prices 
were demanded for the finer grades of oil than 
the market seemed to warrant. The general 
feeling abroad is unsettled. Some exporters 
look for an advance of 10 florins within the 
next month. Such optimists apparently de- 
plore the present low price of butterine.|

higher prices, irasmuch as the inquiry exceeds 
the output; to which considération should be 
added the fact that seed has advanced 12c dur- 
ing the week. A careful review of all the 
cruses at work, however, hardly justifies such 
an inference, It is generally «conceded 
that crushers, as a rule, would not 
feel disposed to sell oil at present prices, 
should ruling quotatiens for seed continue, 
but crushers do not universally regard the 
present condition of the seed market as 
either normal or healthy. The high prices ob- 
tainable for Augustdelivery iast month in- 
duced free sales on the part of those who 
could not forsee the delay in arrivals conse- 
quent upon heavy rains. Receipts having 
fallen below anticipation, there has resulted 
a tolerably well-defined and by no means in- 
significant “short”? interest, which is some- 
what puzzled to deliyer goods contracted for 
but not in sight. The result has been an ac- 
tive inquiry, and as offerings are light (a fair 
proportion of arrivals being on contract) an 
advance has been inevitable. Consumptive 
buyers of seed (by which term is meant pro- 
ducers of oil) are naturaliy chary of corfi- 
dence in the maintainance of a condition of 
affairs which some of them do not hesitate to 
characterize as “a corner.” When the atten- 
tion of these prophetsof collapse is called to 
the fact that other futures are propor. ionote- 
iy high, they unhesitantly pronounce the ad- 
vance in the latter to be “sympathetic,” if not 
spasmodic. They prognosticate large receipts 
next month, and opine that decidedly lower 
prices must follow. From these premises they 
argue, that to fix the price of oil on the pres- 
ent basis of seed would be simply be tocourt a 
decline should a crop in the latter occur. This 
is the view taken by a large majority of West- 
ern crushers, who “prove their faith by their 
works” by buying, for the most part, oc- 
casional lots, and curtailing their output until 
such time as a more normal relation between 
the seed and oil markets is re-established. In 
one word, they seem to regard it as better pol- 
icy, not to advance in the first instance than 
to advance and be forced to recede, 

On the other hand, buyers take a different 
view. While admitting the possibility of an 
advance in oil (and some of them regard it as 
probable), they agree with the crushers that a 
decline in seed is only a question of time. And 
still they buy cautiously, dreading a decline; 
and why? Perhaps because there is such a 
wide divergence between their views and those 
of crushers as to the figures representing a 
legitimate manufacturer's profit. Crushers 
say that the present price of oil (48c) is suffi- 
ciently low with seed at $100, Jobbers, on tue

PAINTS. 

The demand in the paint market is barely 
active although practically nominal. Briefly 
summarized, the inquiry is about equal to that 
customarily incidental to the season, and the 
volume of trade shows no improvement over 
the transactions of the corresponding week of 
1887. In its salient features the white lead 
market remains unchanged and uninteresting 
Prices exhibit no fluctuation, but this fact is

It is thought here tha 
the party now held, so far from being a princi 
pal, is a mere tool, and that his chief task wag 
to peddle opium among the Chinese “ joints.’ 
This theory affords a plausible explanation of 
his indifference, but its correctness can bé¢ 
tested only by time, Generally speaking) 
legitimate opinm (the only variety of the drug 
handled by local jobbing houses) is quotabld 
to-day at about the figures ruling one week 
ago—i. e., $2.85.

Selling the Kalbfleisch Assets. 


The syndicate that has been purchasing the 
claims of creditors of Martin Kalbfleisch’s 
Sons at twenty cents on the dollar, succeeded 
in buying four-fifths of the claims outside of 
the mortgages,which amount in the aggregate 
to $583,000. As ‘matters have not been im- 
proved by delay in the settlement, Receiver 
Brookfield applied to Justice Bartlett of the 
Brooklyn Supreme Court for instructions 
after detailing the progress made, and the 
Court authorized him to offer at public sale 
some time inSeptember the capital stock of the 
three factories. The Bushwick Works has 
double the capacity of the other two and was 
originally capitalized at $600,000. It is mort- 
gaged for $250,000, and of this amount the 
Kalbfleisch estate is entitled to $212,0.0 on 
which the interest is due for six months. 
Judgments have also been filed against the 
Bushw'ck for $12,000. In the estimation of an 
expert the factory alone is worth about $100,- 
000. The Buffaloand Bayonne factories have 
a Joint capital stock of $80',000, and mort- 
wages of $245,000. It is said that the Bayonne 
works could not be duplicated for less than 
$100,000 and that $125,000 would cover the value 
of the Buffalo concern, not including the real 
estate. The store building on Fulton street 
has a mortgage of $80,000. The sale is expected 
to resultin a sacrifice of all the assets. It is 
believed that the syndicate will endeavor to 
get good prices for the property by bidding 
against intending buyers in order to realize as 
large a margin as possible on the purchased 
claims. 

Mr. Hasson H. Wheeler, the assignee, has not 
acted in his official capacity, as the Court only 
recognized Receiver Brookfield.

An Expert Describes the Method of 
Cheapening Spices. 


* Rice flourand white meal can be mingled 
with white pepper in reasonable quantities and 


experts in spices cannot detect it,” 
said a leading grocer to a _ reporter. 
In fact there is no trade in which 
adulteration fur pecuniary profit can 


be carried on more profitably and with less 
chance of detection than in spices. Terraalba, 
a fine marble dust, is exported from Italy to 
this country in considerable quantities to 
mingle with white pepper. Mustard mixes 
with sago flour, rice flour and a bit of aniline 
coloring without detriment to the appearance 
of the mustard. Treat the mixture with iodine 
and you expose the adulteration; but the 
average consumer of mustard is not apt to 
apply that test. The German and French mus- 
tards are an interesting mixture. They area 
compound of cracker dust, mustard, cayenne 
pepoer, white vinegar, oil and sugar flavoring. 
Old crackers were som:times baked brown, 
then ground into dust and mixed with ground 
cinnamon and nutmeg, and thewhole is sold 
for nutmeg at a price that drives pure nutmeg 
out of the market. 

“Ground pepper is frequently sold for less 
money than the unground article, which 
makes the niturally suspicious suspect at 
once that the ground goods are loaded with 
pepper dust, which is made from cocoanut 
shells or buckwheat hulls, charcoal, white 
mea! and mustard bran. Lack of taste isas 
desirable in an adulteration of spices as adapt- 
ability of color. For that reason the cocoa- 
nut shell ground up very fine is desirable. 
Venetian red, salt and white meal can be 
ground together and made into a valuable ad- 
dition to Cayenne pepper. A dull red pepper 
exported from Africa, is often heavily adulte- 


rated with that mixture. It is worth only 
about 10 cents a pound when pure, but when 
well adulterated it can be sold to agreen 
dealer anda green trader for genuine Natal 
pepper, worth from 25 to 35 cents a pound. 
You can buy ground ginger at almost any 
store for 7 cents a pound, when the unground 
article commands 10 cents for the same quan- 
tity. That means that the goods offered for 7 
centsa pound is a mixture of white meal, 
starch, cayenne pepper and manila rope, fla- 
vored with ginger.”

The Association of Proprietors. 


Secretary Henry E. Bowen, of the Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers and Dealers in Proprie- 
tary Articles, is sending invitations to every 
one identified with the trade, to attend the 
meeting in Saratoga on Saturday, September 
15, at the United States Hotel. He is also en- 
deavoring to enlarge the list of membership 
by encouraging those in good standing to en- 
rolltheir names, It is intended to devote Sun- 
day at Saratoga to social chats, and have the 
final meeting on Monday. President Hum- 
phreys has prepared the following circular, 
suggesting topics upon which opinions are de- 
sired at the meeting: 

We live in an era in which individual action 
counts but for little. The individual may in- 
fluence. The Association must effectively 
act. Twelve men in one year can often do 
more to advance a cause than one man in 
twelve years. 

Effective action must come from united and 
associate effort. Each individual house has 
interests which can only be protected and ad- 
vanced by the efforts of all. While these are 
undeniable facts, yet the pitiful truth is that 
some of the most influential houses in the 
trade quite fail to take any but the most lan- 
guid interest in the discussion or action of 
the Association—even while they are being 
protected and benefited by its action. It 
would seem that they fail to realize either the 
benefits received or the corresponding obli- 
gation involved. 

It is especially desirable, if not imperative, 
that all the respectable members of the trade 
should be represented, Their council and ad- 
vice, experience and aid, are needed. Nor is 
it fair or just that, while all share in the com- 
mon benefits and advantages, some should re- 
frain from aiding, by their presence and influ- 
ence, in producing the result. 

As the products of every houae occupy a 
special place in the general market, we fail to 
see how asense of rivalry, or of trade jeal- 
ousy, has any legitimate foundation. May we 
not ask that every house in the business shall 
not only be represented, but take such part in 
the proceedings as will make the action of the 
Association the adcion of all? And that so 
much time and consideration shall be devoted 
to discussion and business as shat] render our 
action efficient for the ends desired? Better 
spend five days too much time than one day 
too little. 

A subject which has long occupied the at- 
tention of the trade, is what has been termed 
the “rebate system” of selling goods. In fact, 
for six years past, a very large proportion of 
the time and attention of the Association has 
been occupied in the discussion of this sub- 
ject, and in the etfort to maintain for the 
Wholesale Dealers a guaranteed margin of 
profit upon our products. Our distributors, 
the Wholesale Men, are almost unanimous 
that the plan bas been of benefit to them. It 
is quite desirable to ascertain if the plan has 
been as beneficial to the manufacturers, and if 
they have received benefits corresponding to 
the efforts made to sustain it. 

The practical question presented is: Has the 
Rebate Plan increased or diminished the con- 
sumption of our goods? If the latter, has the 
stability of the market or the regularity of 
sales and collections compensated for the dim- 
inished consumption? Has the plan conduced 
to the wider distribution of our goods? Has 
the continued surveillance of the Committee 
on Proprietary Goods of the N. W, D. A. been 
agreeable, or otherwise? Have you any sug- 
gestions to offer as to the proper or the unrea- 
sonable character of such serveillance? Have 
you any plan to propose as a substitute for it? 
Have you any tu propose in order to also secure 
tothe retail dealers a reasonable margin of 
profit ? 

Answers to these questions, or others, in the 
same line, are solicited, which might well take 
the form of communications. 

Another subject of grave importance is ad- 
vertising, both as to the character of adver- 
tising and the methods. As to the former 
question—the character of advertising—it 
may, perhapsabe too early for the association 
to do more than to discuss and thus influence 
the general] character of proprietary advertis- 
ing. Certain it is, that very large sums of 
money are wasted by injudicious methods of 
appealing to the public, and even more cer- 
tain that a vast amount of unjustifiable 
odium, condemnation and reproach are heaped 
upon the entire trade because of the stilted, 
absurd, or preposterous claims so often made 
for certain articles. If a wholesome influence 
could be generated in this behalf by the asso- 
ciation, it would doubtless be for the benefit 
of the entire trade. 

Your attention is called toa practice which 
has assumed large proportions—of the press 
very largely placing their advertising in the 
hands of agents through whom contracts for 
space are made, and which resujts in a profit 


to these middlemen of a very large sum, with 
no corresponding benefit to the advertisers. 

You will be asked to discuss this subject, in 
the hope of devising means by which this very 
large expense may be saved. 

Perhaps a more pressing subject than either 
or all of the foregoing is the annual recurring 
menace of inimical legislation. 

From year to year bills are introduced in the 
several State Legislatures, having for their 
ob >ct the limitdtion, control, or the destruc- 
tion of our industry. Hitherto these efforts 
have been abortive. Butit is not difficult to 
see that they are growing in force and propor- 
tion,and that they have an influence behind 
them which should be considered. 

It may be well asked if we cannot ourselves 
devise some means through which the popular, 
or even professional, objection to the manu- 
facture and sale of proprietary medicines can 
not from within ourselves be met and over- 
come, and our industry thus secured against 
these harrassing and unjust attacks. 

The ground hitherto taken by the Associa- 
tion is, that Proprietary Med‘cines are, for the 
most part, the product of inc ividuals of pecu- 
liar skill in some branc of the healing art, or 
in the cure of some sp >i: 1 form of disease or 
illness, and that the best of the esspecially suc- 
cessful prescriptions ultimately pass into the 
hands of individuals or companies, and thus 
become the popular peoprietary medicines of 
the day. Their survival in this form serves a 
a good purpose in their more extended useful- 
ness, and the possible pecuniary reward to 
their orifinator or his successors, and under 
proper regulations this-is a beneficial result 
for all concerned. 

You will be asked to give your most deliber- 
ate and earnest attention to this subject, and 
plans for actionin the direction intimated 
may be brought before you for consideration. 

Let us therefore repeat the request that 
every respectable house in the trade be repre- 
sented, and that sufficient time be given for 
proper discussion and transaction of our 
business.”

Lubricants for Wool. 


A correspondent of the Industrial Record 
finds objections to an article published in a 
previous number of that journal headed 
“which is the best lubricant for wool,” and 
proceeds to analyze the published statements 
as follows: 

“In the article referred to four important 
essentials for a good lubricant for wools are 
given, but two equally important ones are lost 
sight of, to wit—first, ease and economy of 
scouring, and second, freedom from the ten- 
dency to heat and cause spontaneous combus- 
tion. It is true that these two very essential 
qualities have nothing to do with the lubricat- 
ing quality,and therefore the writer of the ar- 
ticle may be excused for not mentioning them, 
but if the article is intended to discuss the 
question which is the best oil or composition 
for wool,it is hardly fair to neglect such two 
vitally important factors. The claim that lard 
and olive oils are superior to mineral oils is 
open to dispute. The higher price of the for- 
mer renders the temptation to adulterate 
them greater, but supposing there wasno dif- 
ference in price, mineral oils have certain ad- 
vantages over animal and vegetable oils which 
should not be overlooked. 

First, as to body. The claim that mineral 
oils have no body is not valid, for the finest 
cylinder and valve oils, the finest machinery 
and spindle oils, the finest hot-neck and crank 
pin greases, even the thick heavy-bodied 
grease used to daub the sides of ferry-slips, and, 
in short, most lubricants for machinery, heavy 
and light, fast-running or slow, are made from 
“product of the oil wells.” And I know thata 
mineral oil, by asimple process of reduction, 
as one would boil down molasses candy to 
make it thicker, can be madé of almost any 
desired thickness of body. In this respect I 
will guarantee to find a minral oil now on the 
market which shall **fill the bill” as to the first 
two essentials named in the article. ‘First, 
sufficient fluidity to secure thorough distribu- 
tion, and, second, body enough to prevent 
running when the stock remains in bulk.” 

Second,as to gumminess. When any oil is 
distributed over the surface of the wool, it is 
brought closely into contact with the oxygen 
of the air. All animal and vegetable oils are 
oxidizable by such exposure, some slowly, 
some more rapidly, and some so rapidly as to 
cause heating. In this respect, lard oil 
is not absolutely safe, yet the danger is 
slight in the case of the purest and best win- 
ter strained oil. Olive oil is demonstrably 
dangerous. I refer you to experiments made 
by Mr. Edward Atkinson. Mineral oil is abso- 
lutely unaffected by the oxygen of the air in 
this way. It does not gum and does not heat; 
so that, in the third essential mentivned, it 
also “‘fiills the bill.” As to the fourth essen- 
tial which is of least importance ard can he 
allowed for in process of manipulation, which 
has to be done where moisture is used, for 
that evaporates more rapidly than any oil, I 
admit that lard and olive oil answer the pur- 
pose so far as "staying there’ is concerned, 
But when we reflect that,the longer they are 
allowed to remain on the fiber the more firmly 
they become attached to it and the harder it 
is to scour them off, while the slight evapora- 
tion from a first-class mineral oil of 400° test 
only makes it easier to scour outand makeit a 
more perfect lubricant, we must conclude 
‘timat the advantage still lies with mineral oj). 














As to scouring. All animal and vegetable oils 
require an excess of alkali in the 
scouring fluid. Without such excess, 
they cannot be scoured at all Al- 
kali is injurious to the fiber. Sufficient 
alkali will dissolve wool tiber altogether. The 
less used the better, Mineral oils seour by 
their affinity for the grease of the soap. They 
scour more easily in a cold neutral soap than 
ina hot strong soap. Which would appear to 
be the best oil to use—animal, vegetable or 
mineral ? 

in conclusion, mineral oil is steadily super- 
seding lard oil and olive oil. It would succeed 
more rapidly if it were not that oil dealers, 
who do not understand the essentials of a good 
wool oil, foist some light, thin-bodied oil, or 
mixture of nasty grease and light oil, on the 
inexperienced manufacturer, and so do both 
themselves and the manufacturer serious in- 
jury. The remedy for this danger is to go 
slowly, study and experiment cautiously, and 
having found out how to tell a good mineral 
oil from a bad one, or rather a proper from an 
improper one, buy from responsible parties 
only. The three mills in whieh I am chlefly 
interested are using mineral oil on overcoat- 
ings, cloakings, suitings and dress goods.

An Arch Opium Smuggler Arrested. 

The United States Secret Service has un- 
earthed in Chicago another opium-smuggling 
case, the ramifications of which will, it is 
thought, reach to all parts of the country, 
For a long time it has been known that pre- 
pared opium in large quantities was being 
brought into the United States without pay- 
ing the import duty of $10 per lb., and the 
Secret Service officers have been hunting high 
and low to ascertain to whose connivance the 
continued violation of the Custom laws 
was due. On August 18, E. A. Gardiner, alias 
Martin, was arrested at his lodgings in Chic- 
ago and lodgedin jail after which his room 
was searched and a trunkful of opium discov- 
ered. Many other parcels of the drug were 
found at different parts of the city, presum- 
ably the most of it at Chinese laundries, but 
just how much, or whether any one else in 
Chicago isin any way implicated criminally 
the Secret Service officers refuse positively to 
say ut present, for fear of flushing their pros- 
pective game. 

Gardiner wus taken before commissioner 
Hoyne, who fixed his bail at $2,500, and set the 
hearing fcr Monday morning the 20th inst. 
Gardiner declined firmly to be interviewed, 
and upon the advice of his attorney, will say 
nothing until the hearing. It was ascertained 
later that several Chinamen were implicated 
with Gardiner in the great scheme of smug- 
giing opium, He is supposed to be the leader 
of the gang. This, however, is not certain, 
but that operations were conducted through 
Chinamen is no doubt the fact. 

The section under which Gardiner is held, is 
No, 3,082 of the United States Revised Statutes, 
and is as follows: “If any person shall fraudu- 
lently or knowingly import or bring into the 
United States, or assist in so doing any merch- 
andise contrary to law, or shall receive, con- 
ceal, buy, sell or in any manner facilitate the 
transportation, concealment or sale of such 
merchandise after importation, knowing the 
same to have been imported contrary to law, 
such merchandise shall be forfeited and the 
offender shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing $5,000 nor less than $50, or be imprisoned 
for any time not exceeding two years, or both. 
Whenever on trial for a violation of this sec- 
tion the defendant isshown to have or to have 
had possession of such goods, such possessic n 
shall be deemed evidence suflicient to author- 
ize conviction unless the defendant shall ex- 
plain the possession to the satisfaction of the 
jury.” 

The opium in the present case came into the 
United States on the Pacific coast and from 
there was distributed to various points. A 
difference of opinion as to the prisoner's guilt 
exists in the minds of some of the ofticers, 
some leaning to the belief that he obtained 
the opium in a legitimate manner so far as his 
knowledge went and that he then sold it him- 
self to Chinamen; but other officers cout that 
opinion and declare that Gardiner is one of the 
ring-leaders of the gang which is engaged in 
the operations. And to support their belief 
they say that about one ycar ago Gardiner, 
who had up to that time been fora period 
customs inspector at Port Townsend, Wash- 
ington Territory, resigned bis government 
position on account of being suspected of 
having an interest in some smuggled opium. 
A short time after he had resigned he was ar- 
rested under the section which now holds him, 
tried by jury in a United States ccurt and re- 
leased. 

It is probable, the government officials say, 
more of the opium smuggled across the Canad- 
ian border has been sold in New York than any- 
where else, for the good and sufficient reason 
that there isa better market there than any- 
where else, though many thousand dollars’ 
worth has been sold in Chicago. Important 
arrests in New York are looked for at any 
time and the officials say some rich seizures 
will be made there if they have not already 
been made. 

Shecial Agent Tychener said: “The prison- 
er’s name is E. A. Gardiner, and not Martin, as 
he gives it, and until a year ago he was the 
chief customs inspector at Port Townsene, 
Washington Territory.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has enjoyed a boom during the past 
week, and prices have advanced rapidly under 
the stimulus of heavy speculative buying. In 
the activity that has ensued consumers have 
had little or no part, the current belief among 
this class of buyers being that values have 
been unduly inflated, and that sooner or later 
there must be a sharp reaction. Trading was 
not particularly active during the early 
part of the week, although up to Sat- 
urday some 500 tons changed hands within the 
range of 455@460c. Yesterday the sales 
on ’Change aggregating 800 tons wholly on 
speculative account, the buying forcing prices 
up from 4.60 to4.80c. To-day there were addi- 
tional sales of 500 tons, principally October 
delivery at 4.80c, the market closing with 4.95c 
asked and 4,80c the best bid. The Western 
markets have been somewhat excited, closing 
on Saturday at 4.50c asked in Chicago and 
4.45¢ in St. Louis. Later developments here 
have no doubt caused a further advance in 
the West. 

White lead does not sympathize to any 
extent with the improvement in pig lead, 
sharp competition keeping prices compara- 
tively low. Should the upward movement in 
the metal continue, however, we shall no 
doubt see higher prices for the carbonate. 

American Oxide of Zine is rather quiet 
aid featureless, with the quotations iden- 
tical with last week, at 414@434c according 
to quality. French zincs have been stationary 
at 5%c for dry Antwerp red seal in bbls. of 
220% ibs; Paris red seal 63¢c, and 7igc for 
Paris green seal. Discounts on French are as 
follows: To buyers of 10 bbl. lots of one or 
assorted grades 1 %, 25 bbls 2 % and 50 bbis 
4%. No discount is allowed on less than 
10-bb] lots, and discounts include brokerage. 


Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

There is a seeming lack of activity in the 
market for the several pigments, and a total 
absence of large transactions. Business has 
been going on in a matter of fact way, dealers 
eupplylng the actual wants of consumers at 
unchanged quotations. English Venetian reds 
have sold in a moderate way, for consumption 
at our former figures of $1 45@1 50 for special 
brands in large lots, while other grades in 
smaller quantities are selling at $1 35@1 45. 
The market continues steady at these prices. 
On domestics the trading is reported as moder- 
ate, jobbing parcels being taken exclusively, 
at the following rates, viz: 9c@$1 05 for ordi- 
nary grades, while some special brands are 
held at $1 20@1 25, according to maker and 
size of order. 

Red Lead and Lifharge are featureless with

Cobalt Oxide has been taken in jobbing lots,

The feeling is a 
steady one,while manufacturers are indulging 
in a waiting policy, anxious tosee what the fall 
will bring forth. The quotations are as fol- 
lows: Prussian blues continue to be quoted at 
25@30c,- according to quality, etc., while the 
asking figures for Chinese are 484@50c. The 
other blues are at our previous figures and 


are quoted steady.

The market for green pigments is quiet and 
uninteresting, trading has been of small pro- 
portions,while the ruling quotations of a week 
ago still represent the market.

Chalk-—The position of this article is identi- 
cal with last week. There is sufficient stock 
on hand to supply all needs at the moment, 
and no further transactions are reported. 
Quotations are nominal and in the neighbor 
hood of $3 50. 

China Clay—A fair business is reported for 
the better grades, on a basis of $16 50, for 
extra quality, to arrive. The commoner grades 
are rather neglected at the moment, with 
prices unchanged. Spot quotations are $18 for 
the best qualities, $19 for the medium and $14 
for the low grades. 

Talc—Business on spot has been fairly satis- 
factory, and several sales have been consum- 
mated in the foreign article at 4c. Ameri- 
can has ruled steady, though quiet, at 14¢c for 
the best grade, to 4@l1c for inferior kinds. 

Terra Alba—French is stiff, with only a lim- 
ited amount of available stock on hand. 
Sales are reported in a moderate way at 87»-c, 
though the nominal quotations are 85@90e for 
spot supplies and 75@80c to arrive. American 
grades have sold in a moderate degree at pre- 
vious quotations. 

Whiting continues to be quoted with a con- 
siderable degree of firmness, while all avail- 
able supplies are being taken up with alacrity 
by consumers. Quotations rule at 45@e for 
commercial and 60@65c for gilders.

WINDOW GLASS. 

There has been no change in the window 
glass market the past week; business is 
improving slowly and the outlook is 
encouraging. Discounts are without change, 
being 75 and 5@75 and 10 per cent. 
on American, as to quantity, while on 
French the discounts are 70, 10 and 5% to buy- 
ers of 25 boxes or less, with an extra dis- 
count of 54 on purchases of 26 tu 200 boxes, 
and 10% on purchases of 201 boxes or more, 
provided that the purchases have been made 
during the calendar month, It is immaterial 
whether purchases are confined to one house 
or distributed among all the importers. 


PLATE GLASS. 

The market for plate glass is still unsettled 
but prices are without quotable change. Bus- 
iness is fair and the indications point to a good

The National Paint and Oil Club. 


The Executive Committee of the New York 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club met on Monday, 
witha full attendance, and selected the fol- 
lowing named gentlemen as delegates to the 
conference to be held in Saratoga, during the 
meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, Sept. 11-l4th: Henry Merz, Gen. E. 
L. Molineux and R. P. Rowe. 

So far the Secretary of the New York club 
has received notice from the Boston, Philadel- 
phia and Chicago organizations that they have 
appointed delegates to the conference. 
The names of the Boston dele- 
gates have already been published. Those 
from Philadelphia are Messrs. Waterall, H. B. 
French and John Lucas. The Chicago dele- 
gates have not yet been selected. Pittsburg 
and Si. Louis are yet to be heard from. 

It is hoped that these last named clubs will 
designate their delegates and that cities where 
no organizations exist will contrive to have 
representatives present at the meeting. We 
have been requested by the New York club to 
invite the trade of such localities to send dele- 
gates so that the paint and oil trade of the en- 
tire country may be represented at the ap- 
approaching conference, 

The time of meeting will be definitely fixed 
after the delegates have arrived at Saratoga,

Plate Glass, 


The most important form of cast glass, and 
the one most largely produced, is plate glass, 
or, as itmight more properly be called, cast 
plate glass. ‘This is the well known cast, 
ground and polished plate used for windows, 
mirrors, ete., and should not be confounded 
with the blown plate and patent plate, which 
are blown glass. In the manufacture of cast 
plate, says the American Glassworker,furnaces 
and pots of the ordinary construction are 
used, the melting pots, however, sometimes 
holding two or two and a half tons of batch. 
In French works and in some others, two 
forms of pots are used, which are placed side 
by side in the furnace, the ordinary melting 
pot, and an auxiliary pot, called a “cuvette,” 
large enough to hold sufficient glass to cast a 
sheet of a given size. The molten glass is la- 
dled from the pot into the cuvette, allowed to 
clear, if neeessary, and is then cast. In most 
works, however, the practice now is to pour 
or cast directly from the pot in which the 
glass is melted, and in other casesit is ladled 
from the pots to the casting table. 

The casting table, formerly made of bronze, 
is now made of one piece of cast iron, heavy 
and thick, and in width and length exceeding 
the dimensions of the largest sheet of glass. 
Itiscommonly mounted on wheels, running 
on a track laid down the center of the casting 
room, on each side of which are the annealing 
ovens. 

A heavy cast iron roller the full breadth of 
the table is arranged to roll its whole length 
by means of aspur wheel on the roller work- 
ing in gearing on the side of the table, The 
height from the table at which it rolls, and

determined by what is known as the “gun,” 
two plates of cast metal bolted together, ad- 
justable to the breadth desired and moving 
with the roller and before it. All being ready 
for casting, a pot filled with the molten glass 
removed from the melting furnace, placed 
on a truck, and run to the casting table. 
The pot is lifted from the truck by means of 
acrane, is suspended over one end of the 
able and tilted, and the semi-fluid mass being 
poured out, the roller is moved forward, flat- 
ening the glass and rolling it toa uniform 
hickness, while the “gun” prevents it from 
spreading toa greater width than is desired. 
As soon as the plate has solidified sufficiently 
to bear moving it is laid in the annealing oven 
on the “flat” to slowly cool. All the opera- 
tions are performed with the greatest rapid- 
ity, that the plate may be as hot as possible 
when laid inthe oven. The number of plates 
that can be put in an oven varies with the 
size of the plates. But one layer of these de- 
signed for polishing can be placed in it, conse- 
quently a large number of ovens is needed 
where large plates are made. These ovens are 
large, shallow, brick furnaces, with floors as 
smooth and level as possible, as the semi- 
plastic mass molds itself into the unevenness, 
and any bending of the plates would make 
them yalueless. As soon as the plate is placed 
inthe oven, all the openings are carefully 
closed and the oven is allowed to cool gradu- 
ally toa point where the glass may be safely 
removed, generally requiring about three 
days. The cast plate as it comes from the 
oven is rough and irregular on its surface, 
constituting the rough glass of commerce, 
and in this form itis used for roofs and floors, 
and even windows where light without trans- 
parency is desired,

TUESDAY EVENING, Aug. 28, 1888. 

The linseed oil market continues to gain in 
firmness and there is more uniformity in quo- 
tations on Western oil, which cannot be 
bought under 50c from store or by car load. 
There isa scarcity of stock, and offerings are 
reserved. Buyers are only meeting immedi- 
ate wants, however. City crushers have not 
altered their views and are enjoying a liberal 
demand at 58e. Very few Western millsare in 
operation and they are somewhat scattered. 

The cotton oil market has notexperience1 a 
single change since this time last week and 
operations are confined to a jobbing trade with 
one or two exceptions, Spot crude has only a 
nominal value as there is little obtainable on 
spot und no _ interest is manifested; 
for choice parcels 42c is asked. The 
tendency is weaker for future delivery of 
crude. The first sale of the season of this de- 
scription was made a few days since, and con- 
sisted of 300 bbls. for November, December 
and January delivery at 35%éc; this time last 
week bids were 36c and offerings at 37c for the 
same months. Summer yellow can be bought 
at 484@50e on spot, andthe first is be- 
lieved to be the inside price; no _ fur- 
ther developments have come to the 
surface since this time last week relative to 
future prices, but at that time they were 10c 
higher than crude for October and November. 
Values may be relatively higher for refined 
oils during the next few monthsat least. Lard 
manufacturers and other large consumers are 
making inquiries as to future business, 
but contracts of importance will hardly 
be made until there is more of a settled 
feeling. Winter grades of oil were 
said to have been advanced, but inquiry de- 
velops the fact that winter yellow is still ob- 
tainable at 53c and winter white at 54c; these 
oils are having a very fair outlet, but values 
were not advanced because they have been 
relatively higher than summer yellow; the 
fact that some brands of summer yellow had 
been elevated to 50e was probably confounded 
with winter oils,

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil hasadvanced to 70c for both city 
and Western brands of prime ice-pressed. The 
high price of lard has removed the disposition 
to cut prices on oil, as pressers claim that the 
present market value is the actual cost price 
of manufacture. The market has good staying 
qualities, and a high range is expected to pre- 
vail throughout September. Buyers are only 
meeting immediate wants in anticipation of a 
change in their favor at the close of Septem- 
ber. Extra No. 1is quoted at 46@57c, accord- 
ing to brand and quantity, and No». 2 at 36@39e. 

Elaine oil is steady at previous prices of 3444c 
per gallon in car loads; 36c for less than car 
loads to dealers, and 38c to consumers on terms 
of 30 days net, or cash less one per cent. in ten 
days, 

Saponified red oil i3 stationary at 4%éc for 
Western and 434c for city, with sales of 200 
bbls at the firet named price. 

Menhaden fish oil is in greater demand than 
the supply, as most of the factories are sold 
ahead it is claimed. The East has been a lib- 
eral buyer since the season commenced and 
inquirers are still to be noted from that 
quarter, The last sale of northern oil con- 
sisted of 500 bbis at 25c delivered in the 
East. Southern oil is also wanted, as 
an assortment of 237 bbls from 13 factories has 
been sold within a range of 17@26c. Com- 
plaints are still being made about the unsat- 
isfactory fishing results caused by the unsea- 
sonable and changeable weather. The pressed 
gradesare steady at former prices. 

The crude = sperm oil market has 
been very dull with a _ single sale of 
130 bbls for export on private terms. 
The crude whale oil market has _ been 
without sales. The same feeling prevails for 
the last few weeks and holders are firm. 

Whalebone is steady at the former price of 
$2 85 per lb for Arctic without business. The 
stock is distributed as follows:

The market is devoid of new features, Lu- 
bricants of all descriptions are still ona steady 
basis, and likely to remain so for some time. 
There is no scarcity in any department, and 
the movement is rather slow at the moment for 
domestic consumption. There are prepaia- 
tions, however, for an active fall and winter 
trade, which is generally expected. As will be

TUESDAY EVENING, Aug. 28, 1888. 

The week under review has witnessed a 
sharp advance into the nineties at a time when 
business dragged slowly and the shorts were 
looking with some confidence for well news 
that would enable them to manipulate the 
market to their advantage. The gradual ad- 
vance during the preceding week was expected 
to restore confidence, and it was thought that 
outside operators would come to the front 
and assist the boom that seemed impending; 
but the first indications of a reaction was sufli- 
cient to dampen whatever of ardor had been 
shown, and it has become patent that the class 
of investors from whom material assistance 
was looked for would still withhold their orders 
until the market shows unmistakable signs 
of an advance that will have the element 





of permanence. The public fear that, 
should they invest, the market will 
be manipulated by the regular operators 


and they be squeezed, and so long as they 
have reason to fear such a_ course 
they are not disposed to invest, although the 
situation would warrant the expectation of a 
higher range of prices. Thus the bull party 
have been compelled to fight the battle with- 
out the assistance they have so long been look- 
ing for, and have latterly confidently expect- 
ed. The short interest in at least three of the 
exchanges is still large, though on the local 
exchange some of the more timid have been 
frightened into covering. The last spurt has 
developed the fact that there is a scarcity of 
floating certificates, and the time was thought 
to be ripe for a squeeze. To the fact that 
many on the local exchange had covered their 
sales before the price went to the 9c mark 
may be due to the reaction yesterday that 
again brought the figures below that point, 
though the buying support that was looked 
for from outside sources did not 
materialize. The situation certainly warrants 
a higher range of prices. The charters indi- 
eate that the demands for foreign consump- 
tion require fully 4,000 bbls per day more 
than is produced at the weils and the daily 
deliveries show an excess of about 28,000 bbis 
over the ruus, thus indicating that the reduc- 
tion in stocks above ground during the present 
month will exceed 700,000 bbls. The field news 
has latterly all been of a bullish character, the 
new wells which had been counted on by the 
bears to develop market breakers having 
proved small affairs. The situation, therefore, 
is favorable to a bull move, more favorable 
than atany time in years, but in the faceof 
all this there isan absence of interest that is 
surprising to many. The only hope of the 
bears isthat a gusher of magnitude will be 
brought in before the bulls marshal their 
forces, though this seems a folorn hope. The 
developments of the next few weeks are 
awaited with keen interest by most opera- 
tors and by some with considerable anxiety. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 4,923,000 bbls 
against 8,340,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 20,646,000 bbls, against 27,982,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 46,373,000 bbls against 58,697,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached to-day, 
when %1gc was touched. The lowest point 
of the week was 865¢c, and was touched on 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was &7igc, andthe close this evening 
was at 915¢c, showing a gain as the result of 
the week’s trading of 374c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations for the week was 5c. 

The Ninevah well, which wasso much feared 
asa possible market breaker has lost its ter- 
rors and is now regarded as a very common- 
place affair. Drilling was commenced about 
5 o’clock Friday morning and continued to 5 
o'clock p.M. After a second bit was drawn 
the bailer was run, which, after several min- 
utes trial to dump, had to be taken down and 
dumped from the top, indicating that the bit 
had been cutting sand very freely. Since the 
drill was started, the well has been making 
strong short flows at intervals of about three 
hours. It wasestimated Friday night to be 
about one hundred and twenty-five bbls per 
per day rate, but this Saturday morning after 
two bits were run, the well ,not only failed to 
increase, but showed not better than one hun- 
dred bbls a day rate to outside parties, having 
ing made a five-minte flow after second bit, 
which had been run over two hours. The first 
pay streak seemed to have been drilled 
through when first shut down, as there has 
been no real increase more than would be 
caused by the agitation of running the tools. 
The well was doing eighty bbls a day when 
drilling was commenced. Drilling will be 
continued, and a day should tell if there is 
another pay streak. 

At Clarion the Cadwallader well started 
pumping Friday at one o'clock, and after 
pumping two hours started flowing, and at six 
o’clock it had produced three feet nine inches 
in a 255 bbl tank., but declined rapidly, and no 
particular importance is attached to the ven- 
ture as far as the opening up of more territory 
is concerned, The wellislocated on a 45° line 
southwest from the original Normal School 
well about 1,800 feet. From the fact that the 
territory both north and south has been per- 
f@eated with dry holes, and if the belt extends 
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on a 45° line it must be very narrow—not more 
than 500 or 609 feet—indicated by the Big Lone- 
some, the wellon the Judge Campbell farm, 
the Polly Hood on the Haskill, and the Fanny 
Hays well, allof which are dry. The Haskill 
well, which is now drilling in advanee 2,300 
feet southwest from the big strike, will soon 
develop the fact whether the Clarion field will 
be extended, 


The recent dry holes completed in the Pleas- 
antville field has somewhat dampened the ar- 
dor of the over sanguine producer and specu- 
lators. W. E. Gibson & Co. comes to the front 
witha dry hole on the David Cutter farm; 
Palmer & Wilson shared the same fate on the 
Babbetty farm, 1,500 feet west of the Gibson 
well. Another well onthe Catheel farm, west 
of the Pond, has been treated to an 80-quart 
shot, but it was no use, the oil was not there, 
and the well is no good. These wells define 
the territory on the southwest, and there is 
but little hope of any oil beyond these limits.

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Cinchona in Java. 


The report of Mr. Von Romunde, director of 
the Government cinchona enterprise in Java, 
for the first quarter of 1888,dated Bandoeng, 
3d April, has only just reached us, the trans- 
lation being as follows: 

The weather was very wet during the past 
quarter. On account of the abundant rain the 
putting out of plants in the open could be car- 
ried on uninterruptedly, but the continuous 
moisture was not favorable for the de- 
velopment of the plants and seedlings, and 
the growth of the plants recently has 


been extremely slow. The gathering and 
drying of the bark was greatly hinder- 
ed by the excessive rain. The crop 


of 1887 was dispatched by the end of February 
to Tandjong Priok and amounted to 703,313 
half kilograms of bark. The crop of 1888 is, 
in consequence of the slow growth of the 
trees during the lost few months and the con- 
tinuous rain, very small as yet,and amounts 
to not more than 75,000 half kilograms of bark, 
of which at the endof the quarter 5,017 half 
kilograms had been despatched to Tandjong 
Priok. On the 8th December, 1887 the last 
sale of cinchona bark of the crop of 1886 was 
held at Amsterdam, whilst at the sale of 23d 
January, 1688, the first lots of bark of 
the crop of 1887 were sold. The average price 
realized at each of these sales was 56 34@51 43c 
per half kilogram. On 3d March a sale of 
cinchona seed was held. The demand for led- 
geriana seed was eomparatively very small, 
except for that obtained from analyzed trees, 
while the succirubra seed offered for sale was 
allsold. Tbe net result of the sale was f454. 
During the first few months of 1888 the plan- 
tations on the Malabar mountains, especially 
Tirtasari, suffered very much from cater- 
pillars, which appeared insuch numbers, that 
they caused a serious check to the growth of 
the plants by eating the leaves, and must also 
be mentioned as a cause of the small harvest 
realized by thinning out. Some plantations at 
Nagrak had also to endure a formidable at- 
tack of caterpillars. On the older plantations 
on the Malabar mountains, especially on 
those affected by caterpillars, the Helo- 
peltis antonii also made a_ vigorous 
attack. As the catching of insects on 
high trees is impracticable, working 
of the soil and manuring were utilized as a 
means of combating the plague, whereby a 
vigorous growth was induced, and the results 
of the plague reduced to a minimum. At 
Rioenggoenoeng the ledgeriana plantations 
had to suffer much from canker, which at- 
tacked the branches and stems of the trees. It 
was stated in the report for the last quarter 
of 1887, that the crop of ledgeriana seed in 1888 
promised to be pretty abundant, but these 
prognostications have been swept away by 
the excessive rains, which have hindered 
the setting of the fruit. The erection of 
buildings intended for six Davidson's T siroco 
driers was proceeded with vigorously on the 
establishments to the south of the mount- 
ains, to the end thatas soon as these machines 
are received a beginning may be made with 
their erection. In spite of the unfavorable 
conditions for the growth of the plants in the 
early months of 1888, the crop of this year 
promises to largely exceed that of last, 
although very probably will not be so great as 
was estimated at the beginning of 1888. 

The number of plants in the various gardens 
at the end of the first quarter of this year is 
given as follows: In the nurseries—1,440,000 
ledgeriana (including 40,000 grafts), 670,000 suc- 
cirubra; total, 2,110,000. In the open—821,000 
ledgeriana (including 190,000 cuttings and 
grafts, and exclusive of the more or less 3,000 
original ledgerianas), 14,000 calisaya and hass— 
karliana, 609,000 succirubra and caloptera, 
166,500 officinalis, 1,000 lancifolia; total. 1,611,- 
5CO. Grand total, 3,721,600.—Tropical Agricul.

The Quarterly Report of the 


DRUG REPORTER. 


Director of the Java Government Cinchona 
Garden is, as usual, succint and business-like 
without any coloring of exaggeration or of 
great expectations. It will be seen from the 
document that the total crop of bark for 1887 
was only 703,313 half kilograms, or under 
800,000 Ib.! After all we have heard of what 
the Java Gardens as well as Private 
Enterprise were going to do with the market, 
this result is certainly reassuring. But there 
is more behind; the crop of bark for 1888 is not 
at all promising, unfavorable weather has re- 
tarded the growth of trees, and altogether we 
infer that Mr. Von Romunde does not antici- 
pate to ship as much bark (800,000 pounds) up 
to February, 1889, as he did in the twelve 





































months ending February last. 

So far we have some comfort for the much- 
tried Ceylon cinchona planter; but the other 
side of the shield is presented with a 
vengeance in the letter of a Java proprietor 
writing tous from Amsterdam. Wecertainly 
do not feel that M. Van Son, however good 
his intentions, has presented us with a reliable 
picture of the enterprise in Java. We have 
no hesitation in denouncing any writing 


about qualities of bark reaching to 
10, 13 and 18 per cent. as aver- 
ages, as great exaggerations. No bark 


at an Amsterdam sale yet has averaged above 
4to 5 per cent. Neither can we bring ourselves 
to believe in cinchona estates of large area as 
being fully planted and aggregating so many 
millions of trees. This statement altogether 
is in wonderful contrast with the moderate 
one last received from a Java corres- 
pondent, and we _ suspect the latter is 
more reliable. That Java bark can again be 
harvested, dried, packed and transported “f. 
o. b.,” all for a penny per lb, is at direct vari- 
ance with every report we have ever read 
before. A penny per Ibis the very lowest at 
which this cap be done under the most favor- 
able circumstances in Ceylon, while the aver- 
age is probably nearer 2d. and the Java aver- 
age was given some time ago in an Amsterdam 
or London commercial report at 4d perlb. All 
this varying and in some cases, highly-colored 
information, only makes us the more re- 
gret that a well-informed Ceylon planter can- 
not go to Java to visit, inspect carefully and 
report on the centers of cinchona culture 
there. No doubt Java (and Uva in Ceylon) 
will ultimately become the two great sources 
of supply for good bark in the world; but Jaya 
planters are evidently not in a hurry even 
with the trees they have fit to harvest, and 
there will be no rush from that quarter, so far 
as we can judge for some years to come. 
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The Preparation of Drugs for the 
Market. 


GUMS AND RESINS. 

These are also important articles in the drug 
commerce, and a few hints with reference to 
their collection and preparation may be useful. 
Gums should be freed from adhering woody 
and earthy matter, and as dry as possible. 
After a collection is made, the next step should 
be to separate it into lots according to clear- 
ness and freedom from color. The darker sorts 
do find a market, but at a much lower figure, 
and hence, it follows that a consignment 
which is in several picked lots will on the whole 
secure a larger price than if it had been shipped 
in its original mixed condition. No better 
instance of the importance of this point can be 
obtained than that of the numerous Indian 
gums which are at present brought into the 
market in great quantities as substitutes for 
Soudan gum. The great desideratum which is 
constantly being emphasized is to get a gum 
not only equal in adhesive properties to the 
gum arabic, but also one as free from color as 
possible. Hence it is noticeable that dark col- 
ored gums, however good, are not much sought 
after, while eomparatively high prices are 
given for clear, bright, and pale varieties. 

NEW DRUGS. 

With regard to the introduction of new 
drugs which may be interesting and valuable, 
there are also some important factors to be 
observed. That such new medical agents may 
be profitably introduced, both from the scien- 
tific and commercial points of view, is seen in 
the case of eOca leaves and cocaine, and there 
are doubtless many others equally valuable 
which may be discovered and brought under 
the notice of European science by colonists 
and planters. The preparation of such new 
drugs it is unnecessary to consider, as the re- 
marks already given above will be, of course, 
applicable in all cases; and the care which has 
been all along insisted upon is even more 
necessary in making new ventures. With re- 
gard to the selection of articles appropriate 
for investigation, it may be generally taken as 
true that all kinds of native remedies that 
have any reputation, are well worth examina- 
tion, and will be eagerly received by scientific 
chemists and pharmacognosists in Europe, 
It should be more widely known, however, 
that something more than a few ounces of the 
drug is desirable. It would also be advisable 
for the colonist before sending over a speci- 
men to make sure that he can procure more of 
itin fair quantity, as, naturally, new drugs 
are not very earnestly studied if there is any 
ground for the fear that, if they should prove 
useful, and a demand for a further consign- 
ment be sent, the colonist should reply that he 
cannot obtain any more, as has been some- 
times the case. If possible,the collector should 
ascertain the name of the source of his drug, 
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and if this is not obtainable, all parts of the 
plant should be forwarded, together with 
verbal descriptions of the plant, so that identi- 
fication may be facilitated. This important 
factor in the study of a new drug is rarely, 
if ever, appreciated by colonial collectors, with 
the occasional result that nothing can be made 
of the meager specimen furnished, and the 
whole undertaking becomes a failure. Inorder 
to prevent, in the future, this unsatisfactory 
climax, a brief description will be furnished 
ot the correct method of procedure. After 
the particular portion of the plant which 
seems to contain the active properties has 
been prepared in accordance with the methods 
already described above, it may be sent to any 
of the agencies who make it their specia 
business to introduce these new medical agents 
to the notice of physicians. The addresses of 
some of the best known of these may be given 
later on. As to quantity, at least ten pounds 
should be shipped, and never more than one 
kind of drug should be packed in one case. 
With the drug the particulars referred to 
above should be enclosed, with information as 
to the quantity available and the price at 
which it could be delivered. Full details of 
the use which the natives make of the mate- 
rial~anything which is personally known of 
its properties, the mode of application, dose: 
&c.—must also be included. Further, if the 
plantisa herb or other small vegetable, an 
entire an entire and complete specimen should 
be prepared, in the dry state, as like the natu- 
ral plant as possible, and exhibiting the root, 
stem, and leaves, with flowers and fruits. To 
send merely a branch is of very little use, as it 
is quite impossible to correctly diagnose many 
species, and even genera, from the leaves and 
adjacent parts alone. Such specimens as are 
described above must, of course, be carefully 
selected, prepared, and packed. 

The kind of drugs to be sent has been already 
partly indicated; but besides the medicines, 
poisons may also be sent. Again, the would- 
be collector must go about with eyes wide 
open to note such products as seem likely to 
yield fats or oils,or as are possessed of aromatic, 
or acid, or bitter, flavor and smell. Flowers 
also which give promise of containing essentia 
oils, valuable to the pharmacist or perfumer, 
should be noted. ,It would be advisable for the 
exportor to keep numbered duplicate notes of 
the drugs he consigns to Europe, so that by 
quotation of the number he may have an ad- 
ditional aid in accurately determining the 
material for which a further demand may 
arise. Inthe meantime, also, he can add to 
his own notes any information available as to 
the habits and growths of the plants, and other 
perticulars likely to be interesting and useful, 
Ordinarily, such new drugs reach the London 
market in an astonishing state of confu- 
sion; in old boxes, or wrapped up in 
paper, the labelling of which is quite 
illegible, while the samples themselves are 
made up of roots, leaves, bark, etc., indis- 
criminately mixed, and in many cases more or 
less rotten. Of course the examination of 
such specimens is proportionately difficult, 
and the possibility of satisfactory results re- 
mote. There are thousands of pounds which 
are probably to be made from the exporta- 
tion or cultivation, or both, of drugs at pres- 
eut unknown; and it is therefore well worth 
the while to make some efforts, not only to 
improve and increase the knowledge of arti- 
cles of materia medica, whose value is already 
recognized, and to introduce such as are with- 
in his reach, in a superior condition, into the 
market, where the care expended on the im- 
ports will meet with an adequate reward, but 
also to bring under the notice of European 
medical science some of the vast number of 
remedies formed by prolific nature in plains 
and forests beyond the ever advancing waves 
of civilization which are waiting to spread 
healing among the nations, and, what is not 
less important, to pour gold into the collec- 
tors’ coffers.—British and Colonial Druggist. 
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Oil and Gas in Ohio. 


At the meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science held in 
Cleveland, Prof. Edward Orton, State geolo- 
gist, read a paper on “The Recently Discovered 
Sources of Oil and Gas in Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky.” In opening his address he re- 
ferred to the fable of the farmer who told his 
sons there was a pot of gold on his farm. They 
fell to digging, but found no pot of gold, but 
got rich from the results of thorough tillage. 
There had been a good deal of digging for 
gold in the States that form the Ohio valley 
during the past four or five years. In buta 
few instances had the drillers found the gold, 
but the geologists had grown rich by reason 
of their explorations. They now know the 
structure of the earth for 1,000 to 2,000 feet be- 
low the surface as of surface rocks. The 
Trenton limestone had been found the most 
prolific single source of petroleum and gas in 
the country. The largest connected gas ter- 
ritory known in the world draws its supplies 
from the same stratum. In northern Ohio 
this rock had undergone the dalomitic meta- 
merphosis, and where the structure is favor- 
able it becomes a reservoir of gas or oil, but 
where unfavorable the wells were filled with 
salt water. 

Speaking of Ohio, Professor Orton said: 
“Low pressure gas to the extent of a few 
thousand feet a day can be obtained from 
very many parts of the State, which have 
either surface rocks, or lie within easy strik- 
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au” distance. 
ty; eas already suggested, and consequently 
s#encrally confined to a score or two of 
pounds.” In Kentucky and Indiana, how- 
ever, and in the Ohio valley, a true reservoir 
gas is found at a depth of 400 feet. The flow is 
2, feet of gas perday and the pressure 120 
pounds. The experiments of a score of years 
had given rise to certain theories in regard to 
oil wells, which the drill has in some instances 
confuted. 

Professor H. P. Cushing gave a five minutes’ 
talk on “A New Gas Well at Cleveland.” Said 
he: 

“About four weeks ago a well was drilled in 
Cleveland which gives greater promise of af- 
fording a considerabje flow of gas than any 
ever drilledin this vicinity. Its record was 
not kept with care, but close enough to ac- 
curately determine the geological horizon by 
comparison with the record of the Cleveland 
Rolling Mill well,the first rocks passed through 
being the local sandy phase of the Bedford 
shale—twenty feet—then from 1,350 to 1,400 
feet of shale were passed through and 300 to 400 
feet of limestone. The shale represents the 
entire thickness of the Ohio shale in this local- 
ity, and of the limestone 50 to 100 feet is prob- 
ably carboniferous, and the rest a portion of 
the water line, the remainder being represent- 
ed by the 290 feet below the sand in the rolling 
mill well. The sandstone is thus intercala- 
ted in the water line, and is very possibly the 
equivolent of the Sylvanias outcropping near 
Toledo, and occupying nearly a corresponding 
position in the water line. The rolling mill 
company obtained a small amount of high 
pressure gas from this horizon, but the flow 
only lasted a week. When the sand was 
reached in the present well the pressure of gas 
threw the tools out of the hole and sent up a 
jet of salt water to a height of fifty feet. The 
j-t continued almost undiminished for a week, 
when the casing shut the water off. A gauge 
placed on the well showed a pressure which 
greatly increased in three-quarters of an hour. 
The fiow xapparentiy still continues undimin- 
ished. The gas contains a much smaller per 
cent, of sulphur than that in Northwestern 
Ohio, and though having avery perceptible 
smell, is not extremely disagreeable. The con- 
clusion seems inevitable that the gas is not in- 
digenous to the sandstone, but comes from 
the water line. So faras] know no accumu- 
lations of oil or gus of any important amount 
have been found in the water line in Ohio, 
though the formation everywhere contains 
traces of petroleum, and the well is therefore 
meneworeny 02 showing the possibility of con- 

nigh pressure gus accumulations 
from this sandstone in Ohio, even should the 
present well give out shortly. It has been a 
matter of surprise to me that it has held out 
as long as it has, and the possibilty that it may 
prove to be of importance must be fully con- 
ceded.”

Note on Star Anise. 

BY E. M. HOLMES, F.L.S, 

The recent publication of a description and 
figure of the true star anise plant in the Bo- 
tanical Magazine, by Sir Joseph Hooker, af- 
fordsan opportunity of adding to the notes 
on this subject which appeared ina previous 
volume of the Pharmaceutical Journal. 

In December, 1880, notwithstanding the pub- 
lication of I. anisatum as the botanical source 
of star anise in Bentley and Trimen’s * Medici- 
nal Plants,” Dr. Bretschneider, then me.csicel 
officer to the Russian Embassy at Peking, in 
**Notes on some Botanical Questions Connect- 
ed with the Export Trade of China,” states 
“the plant which produces this article is still 
unknown to botanists,” and he then goes on 
to remark: “The first authentic information 
concerning the actual habitat of the star anise 
tree was furnished by Mr, Piry, in his “Report 
on the Trade in the Port of Pakhoo,” for the 
years 1878-79, in which star anise is said to be 
brought for exportation to Kin-chow and 
Pakhoo from the province of Kuangsi, two 
districts in that province producing the arti 
cle, Lung-chow on the borders of Annam and 
the country about Po-se on the West river, 
close to Yunnan.” 

Dr. Bretschneider adds a translation from 
the well known work on Chinese materia 
medica and natural history ‘Pen t’sao kang 
mu,’ vol. xxvi., fol. 62, in which it is stated 
that star anise grows in the mountains near 
the Tso-kiang and Yo-kiang (rivers), and that 
the kind most valued in China grows in Ku- 
augsi and Kuangtung and in Annan. Dr. 
Bretschneider remarked that both the aboye 
rivers are in western Kuangsi, the first being 
a tributary of the West river, The city of 
Po-se mentioned by Mr. Piry is situated on it, 
The Tso-kiang is a southern tributary of the 
Yu-kiang, ‘These notes appear to have at- 
tracted the attention of the late Dr, Hance, 
who in October, 1881, forwarded seeds of the 
true plant received from Pakhoi to Kew, 

Inthe same year fruits and fragments of 
the leayes were forwarded by Mr. C,Ford from 
the Hong Kong Botanical Gardens to Kew, 
A few seedlings of the plant obtained by Mr. 
Kopsck, Commissioner of the Chinese Imperial 
Maritime customs at Pakhoi, were grown in 
the Hong Kong Gardens and tlowered in Noy- 
ember, 1886, when the plants had attained a 
height of 9feet, Some seedlings sent by Mr. 
Ford to Kew in 1883 flowered at Kew in 1887, 
and from these the excellent plate given in 
the Botanieal Magazine was drawn, 

Sir Joseph Hooker points out that the plant 
must be placed in quite a different section of 
the genus from that to which I, anisatum, L., 
belongs, since it has broad obtuse perianth 
pegments, and the peduncles are not bractate

at the bare. He describes it as a new and 
hitherto undescribed species, as follows:

| be the solitary axillary globuler flowers,which

body. The peduncles are curved and barely 
half an inch in length. It may be here re- 
marked that a very similar plant, but with 
smaller and yellowish flowers, has been grown 
at the Botanical Gardens at Regents Park for 
the last eighteen years under the name of I, 
anisatum, but the leaves of this species have a 
sassafras taste. They differ from those of J, 
religiosum in having the midrib prominent 
below and depressed on the upper surface of 
the leaf, while in I. religiosum the midrib is 
prominent on the upper and not on _ the 
lower surface, and the taste is astringent and 
terebinthinous.

British Trade in Cinchona Bark. 
An interesting table giving the weight and 
value of cinchona bark imported into and 
reshipped from the United Kingdom during 
the last five years, from and to the principal 
countries with which England deals inthat 
commodity is published in the London Chemist 
and Drugyist. These statistics show that from 
1883 to 1887 inclusive there was imported into 
the United Kingdon 639,350 ewt. of cinchona, 
and re-exported 534,127 ewt., leaving for its 
own consumption 105,558 ewt. in five years’ 
time, or, say, about one-sixth of its entire im- 
ports. “If we take into account the fact that 
we entered upon the year 1583 with the stock 
of 3,500 cas2s and casks and 67,176 serons cin- 
chona or,say,an aggregate of 74,176 ewt.,”’ Says 
the above named journal, “and were left at the 
end of 1887 with a supply, in the first hand, of 
11.333 cases and casks and 48,286 scrons,or about 
70,952 ewt. altogether, we find that we must 
add about 3,224 cwt, for the decrease in our 
stock to the balance of 105,233 cwt. excess of 
imports over re-exports to arrive at the near- 
est possible estimate of our actual consump- 
tion of cinchona for all purposes. This, upon 
thg above named basis, has averaged about 
21,591 cwt. per annum since 1883, less, of course, 
than we export to Germany alone, directly 
and via Holland, but still a respectable 
enough quantity. Looking at our cinchona 
imports, we find that their aggregate value 
has been steadily declining since 1883, though 
in weight they show an almost equaily unin- 
terrupted growth. The cinchona imports 
from British India are expanding consider- 
ably, although even yet they weigh scarcely 
one-tenth part as heavy as the supplies from 
Ceylon, Frane? (Holland not being specially 
haiwed in the returns) is the only European 
country from which we receive any cinchona 
supplies of importance, and even she does not 
furnish us with much more than 1 per cent of 
our entire imports. We receive from France 
principally South Amevican barks of the cu- 
prea and Maracaibo varieties, which are 
brought to Havre by the steamers running 
from that port to Venezuela, Colombia and 
Central America, Of South American coun- 
tries, Ecuador has almost ceased to send us 
any bark at all, notwithstanding that the 
Guayaquil, Huanoco and Loxa cinchonas, 
which are usually imported from that coun- 
try, have suffered proportionately less depre- 
ciation than most other varieties. But Ecua- 
dor in 1886 and 1887 passed through some po- 
litical squalls of more than usual sever- 
ty, and this may, partly at least, ac- 
count for the hiatus in the supply from that 
quarter, while, moreover, the forests easiest 
to reach have been quite denuded of bark, and 
the present prices do not make it profitable to 
collect it in out-of-the-way places. The im- 
ports from Colombia are also dwindling, but 
most of the bark shipped from the ports in 
that country, Carthagena, and Maracailo, i* 
sent to the United States. The forests in the 
State of Santander, however, where the bark 
called, from its copper-like color, “Cuprea” 
was discoyered about thirty years ago, are 
now partly exhausted, and the depreciation of 
this bark, which was worth up to 2s 6d per lb. 
in 1880 and now fetches only about 34d per 
lb., does not encourage the bark hunters to 
take any very great pains in procuring fresh 
supplies, Bolivia is not specially mentioned 
in the returns which we have compiled. The 
country is completely cut off from the sea 
since the Chilian war, and therefore, although 
no doubt the largest producer of cinchona in 
America, the Bolivian barks figure, without 
exception, in the returns from her neighbors, 
Chili, Colombia and the Argentine Republic. 
The Bolivian plantations, which now furnish 
such excellent yellow bark, are situated in 


the neighborhood of Cochabamba, on 
the eastern slope of the Andes, and 
the cultivators find it cheaper’ to 


ship their goods by the comparatively easy, 
though long, water-way along the Pilcomayo 
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and Parana rivers to Buenos Ayres or Monte- 
video on the River Piate,than to send the bark 
by a much shorter route across the difficult 
mountain passes. In a like manner the flat 
Calisaya bark, procured from the wild trees 
found in out-of-the way forests, are mostly 
despatched by river through Brazil or the 





exports of cinchona from Bolivia should as- 
quence of the abolition ef the export duty, we 


statistical information concerning the shir- 
ment of goods from that country. The sudden 
doubling of the value of cinchona received 
from various less important countries is prob- 
ably owing to the increased shipments from 
Jamaica and Africa, and to the fact that more 
Java bark has been sent to London for sale, 
either direct or via Holland. As regards our 
export trade in cinchona, the returns are valu- 
able as showing at a glance that our re- 
shipments are drifting more and more 
towards Germany and America. France, 
which is our best customer for South 
American cinchonas, takes an average 
of about 12,000 cwt. per annum, and the 
amount of her purchases varies very little 
but our shipments to Germany (includ'nz 
Holland and Belgium), which ,were only 40,675 
cewt. in 1883, have gradually expanded to 70,692 
cwt. in 1884, 67,950 cwt. in 1885, 74,481 ewt. in 
1886, and 74,360 cwt. in 1887. We must add to 
this the increasing quantities bought every 
year by Germany at the Amsterdam auctions, 
and the figures, therefore, go a long way to 
prove that in spite of the low quinine prices 
there must still be a margin for the manufac- 
turers to work the bark, since it cannot be 
supposed that the stock of a depreciating ar- 
ticle is merely left to accumulate in Germany. 
Of course, we do not claim for our figures 
that they absolutely prove this contention, 
but still, taken in conjunction with other 
available statistics, they unmistakably point 
in that direction. Next to Germany the Unit- 
ed States are our best customers for cinchona, 
and tothis country also a very large increase 
in the shipments is shown, the excess of qui- 
nine thus shipped in the bark fully counter- 
balancing the decrease in the imports of pre- 
pared quinine into the States. Italy also buys 
more and more bark every year, the fall in the 
shipments in 1885, consequent upon the failure 


of the Milan quinine works, being the only ex- 
ception,”

plugged,almost an ocean of surface water was 
gravitated below to drive back the oil from 
its storage, to give place to the rushing 
waters. It is the opinion of the writer that 
the salt and amber oil wells at Tarentown, 
from whose yield of amber oil the commerce 
in petroleum owes its origin, lost their yield 
of oil, and gradually the production of salt 
water also, which finally became altogether 
fresh. 

For more than 40 years these wells, some 8 or 
10 in number, had steadily yielded their amber 
oil of 42° gravity, considered a nuisance in 
their production of salt, ana run to waste as

salt boiling a _ profitable manufacture. 
This business went on during all these years 
with successful results and reasonable profits 
till about the year 1863 or 1864, when the salt 
water began sensibly to weaken in strength or 
saturation, though increased in quantity, till 
in 1866 its saturation was but three per cent. 
or less, finally falling off so that the salt works 
were abandoned, and the yield of oil came to 
an end also. This amber oil and salt water was 
reached at a depth of 450 to 500 feet, and if not 
flooded out by the inlet of water from the nu- 
merous open and abandoned oil wells bored 
during the previous years on Oil Creek and 
adjacent territory, then the coincidence was a 
most singular one. 

The writer personally knew of oil wells 
where upon the necessity for drawing the 
tubing arose it would require to run the pump 
on water for from two to six weeks before the 
former yield of oil was again attained. 

And as a singular fact worthy of note here a 
well bored at Tarentum on the salt producing 
property of Lewis Peterson, now deceased, to 
the depth of 1,200 feet, though within the ra- 
dius of these salt and oil wells, yielded po salt 
water or amber oil but a steady volume of gas 
at a high pressure for many years, constantly 
sending into the air a stream of entirely fresh 
water, and this was one of the earliest gas 
wells ever bored, dating previous to 1820, but 
its value in all these years was never appreci- 
ated. 

There are many circumstances and condi- 
tions similar to the causes alluded to, that led 
to the abandonment of oil territory that was 
and still is doubtlessly productive, and the 
experiences of the present day at Pithole and 
in its vicinity can be repeated elsewhere to the 
enterprising explorer who dares the invest- 
ment in its abandoned limits, 

Beside the geological and’ other conditions 
joined also to the fact that the production of 
oil and gas is ever going on, and that the pres- 
sure is ever upward toward the surface, and 
that the quantities artifically removed from 
nature’s storehouses in the rock has but left 
room for the storage and accumulation of 
further supply, gives assurance of compensa- 
tion within the usual limit of chances to the 
oil explorer, and it does not follow that be- 
cause great volumes of water have been ad- 
mitted to the lower oil bearing strata, that its 
presence is at all uniform, else it would not be 
that one boring produces oil of one grade ina 
locality where a near by well produces en- 
tirely another grade, the next well, salt water, 
and still another, mineral water, and yet an- 
other, proves a duster even where the rock 
strata is horizontal and unbroken. There is, 
therefore encouragement to secure, to hold, 
or to develop in the old oil sections, especially 
those that were broken into by the headlong 
reckless, and almost crazed efforts, that the 
early oil excitement produced and fostered,

TUESDAY EVENING, August 28, 1888. 

The close of the month, as usual, is attended 
with less activity in all departments, but on 
the whole August has been a very satisfactory 
month forthe drug trade, and the volume of 
business compares favorably with correspond- 
ing periods in past years. Values in many 
lines are more or less unsettled owing to the 
fact that the season when new crops begin to 
arrive is near at hand, and while this has had 
more or less of a depressing effect upon values, 
the general tendency is upward since it 
is now pretty well assured that we are 
to have smaller supplies of many of the 
staple foreign vegetable drugs, in conse- 
quence of unfavorable weather during the 
growing season. Since we last wrote, the 
following changes have occurred :

An unsettled feeling still obtains in the 
opium market as influences appear to be at 
work to keep prices down for a purpose. How- 
ever, the general tone is better than it wasa 
month ago which may at least be partially ac- 
counted for by the fact that the rejected stock 
which has been offered about at low prices has 
been cleared up and taken out of the market 
for the present. During the past few days 
there has been more interest manifested by 
buyers and numerous single case sales have 
been made at $2 70@2 80 according to seller and 
quality. The demand for broken lots con- 
tinues fair the sales making commanding $2 75 
@2 80 as to quantity. There has been no 
change in the Smyrna or London markets, or 
at least there has been no cabled information 
to that effect during the week, but all mail 
advices continue to report a strong tone, 


Quinine. 

The position of quinine is practically un- 
changed from that of aweekago. The job- 
bing demand while not so brisk as at this time 
last week is still good and considerable quan- 
tities of stock are changing hands in this way 
within tbe range of 33@36c as to seller and 
quantity. Speculative interest is entirely 
absent, and no _ business in a large 
way has been done within the 
week. The London bark sale to-day went off 
at unchanged figures. There were 2,149 bales 
East India bark offered, about three quarters 
of which sold at about previous prices. We 
are indebted to Messrs. Schroeter & Co., of 
Amsterdam for detailed particulars of the 
stock of Java bark to be offered at 
the Amsterdam sale on Thursday the 
30th inst., of which the following is asum- 
mary: To be offered, 506 cases and 2,245 bales 
Java cinchona bark and 40 bales Ceylon cin- 
chona bark, net weight 220,059 kilos or 495,130 
lbs, containing 8,500 kilos or 18,700 lbs sulphate 
of quinine.

There 
is no speculative interest manifested and con- 
sumers are taking. nO more than they actually 
need, Small sales are making at 21@22c for 
German and 24@26 for Spanish, but ina large 
way these prices would be shaded considerably.

From France it is reported that the crop of 
lavenders will be a small one, but that thyme 
and rosemary, being hardier plants, have not 
been so much affected. From ‘Trieste we learn 
that the stock of insect flowers is about ex- 
hausted. In this market there have been sales 
of half-closed flowers at 45c and of closed at 
50c, there being considerable inquiry from 
small grinders and only a very small stock to 
draw from. The Hungarian daisies are 
still the subject of considerable discussion 
both here and abroad. The disclosures re- 
garding them have necessitated a change of 
base on the part of the Trieste operators who 
are handling them,and it is reported that 
cheap labor, particularly that of women and 
children, is being employed to remove the 
calix of the tlower,so that they may not be dis- 
covered when mixed with the genuine. It is 
said that in a lot of flowers, composed of half 
Dalmatian and half Hungarian, the latter 
could not be distinguished without the aid of 
a’microscope. Valencia saffron has advanced 

.$1 per lb, oncables of higher prices abroad, 
and sales of 50 lbs are reported at the reviscd 
quotations. 

Herbs and Leaves. 

The stock of Tinnevelly scana on the spot, 
which was very small, has been cleared up and 
as the new crop will not be due until 
the middle of October much higher prices are 
expected.

Fall dug golden 
seal is now coming forward and is offered at 
22c.

and elsewhere, but it was found impracticable 
in use. Red roses are used almost exclusively 
for distilling because they yield an oil of 
sweeter aroma, being richer in the aromatic 
principle of essential oils. But in order to ob- 
tain a more easily solidifiable oil, freezing at 
14° C., a certain percentage of white roses is 
added to the red ones, such a mixture yielding 
a product richer in stearopten than the other. 
For adulteration, geranium oil, procured 
from Constantinople, is most frequently used. 
The oils are not mixed directly, but the rose 
flowers are sprinkled with the geranium oil 
before distillation, and the adulterant is thus 
more intimately mixed with the genuine oil 
than could be the case otherwise. To make 
this manipulation successful a majority of 
white flowers must be used. The distillers are 
exclusively Bulgarians, mostly small men, al- 
though they count among their number a few 
large wholesale dealers.

The Vanilla Trade at Bordeaux. 
REPORT OF U. S. CONSUL ROOSEVELT. 
Bordeau, August 2, 1888 

One of the most interesting as well as deli- 
cate articles of trade upon the Bordeaux mar- 
ket is that of vanilla, which is imported into 
France from various countries producing this 
odoriferous plant. 

Vanilla belongs to the family of orchids, and 
was first found in the forests of Mexico. It is 
asarmentose plant, furnished with thick, ob- 
long, glaucous green leaves. The vine some- 
times attains a height of 45 feet. The principal 
center of production of vanilla is the littoral 
of Vera Cruz. It is also found on the west 
slope of the Cordilleras, in Jaya, Mauritius, 
Seychelles, Tahiti, Cochin-China, India, and in 
some of the islands of the West Indies. 

The vine in cultivation begins to bear the 
third year after planting, and continues to 
bear for thirty years. Each vine annually pro- 
duces from forty to fifty-five capsules or seed 
pods. The harvest commences in the month 
of April and lasts until June. The pods are 
gathered before arriving at complete matu- 
rity, 

There are two different measures in vogue 
for preparing vanilla for the market. The 
first consists in harvesting the capsules after 
they have lost their green tint. Woolen 
sheets are spread upon the ground, and when 
thoroughly heated by the sun the pods are 
spread upon the sheets and exposed to the 
sun foracertain period. The pods are then 
put into boxes covered by a cloth and again 
exposed tothe sun. The fruit should become 
acoffee color twelve or fifteen hours after this 
last exposure. If, however, this color is not 
obtained the vanilla is again submitted to the 
heat of the sun, This process occupies about 
two months, at the expiration of which the 
vanilla is packed in tin boxes containing about 
fifty pods each, and securely packed. 

The second process consists in tying together 
about a thousand podsand plunging them into 
boiling water, to bleach them, after which 
they are cxposed to the sun for several hours 
and then coated with oil or wrapped in oiled 
cotton to prevent the pod from bursting. 
During the drying the pod exudes asticky 
liquid, which is expedited in flowing by gentle 
pressure of the pods two or three times per 
day. In preparing the capsule for market it 
loses about one-quarter its original size, 

CLASSIFICATION, 

Van'lla is classified in four qualities, The 
pods of the primeira or first quality are from 
7 to 9 inches in length, and proportionally 
large. They possess in greater abundance the 
characteristic and agreeable perfume which 
gives tothe product its greatest value. The 
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chica-punia is less fine than the preceding. 
rhe saccate and basura are the smallest. The 
vanilla vine is at times eovered withan eftior- 
escence of asilvery brilliance, producing an es- 
sential salts similar to that found in the pod, 
and which is diffused on the outside of the 
capsule, This is called vanilla rime, and is in 
great demand on the Bordeaux market. 

The use of vanilla is known throughout the 
civilized world. It is used in perfumery and 
extensively employed in flavoring confection- 
ery and cordials. It is sometimes use a diffusi- 
ble excitant, and is supposed to powers anal- 
ogous to valerian, while at the same time it is 
much more grateful.

IMPORTATION, 

Until 1845 the exportation of vanilla from 
the island of Reunion was nominally nothing 
—6or8 poundsannually. By degrees the in- 
dustry increased, until to-day, owing to the 
excellent quality and quantity produced, Re- 
union isan important rival and competitor 
with Mexico.

Heavy Chemicals. 

There has been less activity in the market 
for the heavy chemicals during the past month. 
Buyers of ash have, to an extent, satisfied 
their requirements, and as the market shows 
a hardening tendency, are now inclined to 
hold off.

figure has been refused by sellers to-day. 
Bleaching powder is quoted at £7 10s@7 12s 6d. 
but there isa difficulty in finding any sellers 
for early delivery.

The Carbonic Acid Industry in Ger- 
many. 


In the course of the last two years in conse- 
quence of the expiration of the patent for the 
manufacture of carbonic acid, eight new fac- 
tories have arisen, so that there are now nine 
in all says Kuhlow's Review. In the same de- 
greeas the sales have increased the prices 
have gone down. Two years ago the 8 kg. 
bottle cost 16 mks,and now ite wholesale 
price is from 5to7 mks. The principal con- 
sumers are the mineral water manufacturers 
who are nowadays able to purchase liquid 
carbonic acid more cheaply than they can 
make it themselves. In restaurants and beer- 
houses, liquid carbonic acid is also becoming 
daily more and more popular. One 8 kg. bot- 
tle about 30 hl. is required for 30 hl. of beer or 
7,000 4-10 liter, glasses, so that the extra cost 
per glass occasioned by the carbonio acid is 
only 1-10 pf. per glass, an expense willingly 
borne by the better class of publicans. In 
Berlin and Central Germany liquid carbonic 
acid is prepared by a chemical process. The 
Rhenish manufacturers obtain it from the in- 
terior of the so-called volcanic Eifel. For the 
future it seems likely that the sale of carbonic 
acid will increase enormously, but at present 
the profits on its manufacture bear no propor- 
tion to those obtained some years ago.

Coal Tar Chemistry. 

During the past twenty-five years the study 
of chemistry by experts has been to a very 
great extent limited to the study of the pro- 
ducts of coal tar. And among the abundant 
results of this investigation contributions to 
almost every branch of art, science and in- 
dustry have been made. Just at present the 
most richly favored recipient of the coal tar 
investigator's favors is the profession of med- 
icine. Among the many synthetical com- 
pounds which have been formed to aid in the

Our attention is particularly directed to 
this subject at this moment, says the London 
Chemist and Drugyist, by the receipt froma 
well known firm, of a most artistically pro- 
duced album containing views of their works 
and specimens of silks dyed with colors of 
their manufacture, arranged in the form 
of a spectrum, published as a memorial 
‘of the twenty-five anniversary of the 
foundation of their house. With the 
album they give some very interesting 
details of their own history, and as they hap- 
pen to be among the oldest representatives of 
the manufacture of aniline and other coal-tar 
products, the record they give has a value 
outside that of mere personality. 


In 1862, when fuchsine was worth 60s a lb., the 
firm was founded, and, curiously enough, 
in the very first yearof its establishment the 
price of the compound named fell to 2%s for 
the unit given—an incident by no means favy- 
orable to the success of the undertaking. 
Nevertheless, its growth does not appear to 
have been apprecialy hindered, thereby, as we 
judged on comparing the few buildings shown 
in the first sketch in the monograph with the 
small town, covering 60 hectares, which the 
works and associated structures now form. 


The data furnished relating to the produc- 
tion of the crimson dye—fuchsine—already re- 
ferred to are worth mentioning. Inthe earli- 
est years of its preparation it was manufac- 
tured by heating together 25 pounds of ani- 
line oil with from 35 to 50 pounds of arsenic 
anhydride to 180° C., or thereabouts. The 
daily output of the material at that time was 
from 10 to 14 pounds, while in 1872, working 
with ten vessels, it was increased to nearly 7 
ewt. perday. A year previous to the last 
date the firm were fortunate enough to dis- 
cover the applicability of nitro-benzol as a 
substitute for arsenic acid, which eliminated 
the element of danger in the manufacture 
and use of the product arising from the em- 
ployment of so powerful a poison as arsenic. 

Of considerable interest, as showing once 
more what an important bearing the most 
trivial incidents may have in hfe, is the his- 
tory of the body known as “aldehyde green,” 
which may claim the gratitude of the firm as 
having been a principal lever by which they 
have raised themselves to their present posi- 
tion. It was known that acetic aldehyde with 
fuchsine yielded a beautiful blue color, which 
unfortunately, however, was rapidly evan- 
escent when exposed to light, and, therefore, 
inapplicable to general use. While one day 
complaining to a friend of the fiecting nature 
of this color, it was remarked to Usebe, the 
chemist who was working on the subject, that 
the similar action of light upon photographs 
was prevented by fixing the impressions with 
sodic hyposulphite. Usebe was struck by the 
observation, and in aspirit of mére experiment 
tried the process upon the blue color, and, 
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thought that attempts such a3 that embodied 
in the paper to connect the physical proper- 
ties of substances with the molecule constitu- 
tion were necessary before any further at- 
tempt was made to frdme a mechanical 
theory by which the connection should be ex- 
plained. 

Professor G. C. Foster referred to Professor 
Armstrong’s remark near the beginning of his 
paper that, in the discussion of the coloration 
of bodies, their behavior towards the invisible 
ultra-red and ultra-violet parts of the spec- 
trum could not be separate from their be- 
havior towards the visible rays. In his opin- 
ion this remark was of fundamental import- 
ance, It appeared to him that the real ques- 
tion raised by Dr. Armstrong was whether a 
definite relation could be traced between 
chemical composition or chemical structure 
and the existence and position of absorption 
bands in the spectrum of the transmitted ra- 
diation. ‘The presence or absence of colora- 
tion, as it could be judged of directly by the 
eye, gave no conclusive answer to this ques- 
tion, for, as Professor Dewar had just remind- 
ed them, a substance might be as colorlessas 
water, and still exert strong absorption in the 
ultra-red, or, as in some of the substances ex- 
amined photographically by Professor Hart- 
ley, it might have strongly marked absorption 
in the ultra-violet. But, more than this, a 
body might exert selective absorption within 
the visible spectrum, but if it happened to ab- 
sorb two complimentary colors it would be 
judged of by the eye as though it were desti- 
tute of selective absorption altogether. The 
subject, thorefore, seemed to him to involve a 
systematic study of absorption spectra. 

Dr. Morley saw great difficulty in applying 
to inorganic compounds Dr. Armstrong’s hy- 
pothesis that the less stable bodies were the 
more highly colored, and instanced the yellow 
and red mercuric iodides, the red iodide being 
the more stable at ordinary temperatures. 

Mr. A. G. Green remarked that, as he under- 
stood, Dr. Armstrong considered the color of 
organic coloring matters to be due to the un- 
saturated affinities or high potential of the 
quinone type to which these compounds can 
all be referred. Now, he believed Dr. Arm- 
strong regarded water as both an unsaturated 
and a colored body, so, applying the same ar- 
gument, why should not all aromatic com- 
pounds capable of being referred to the water 
type be colored, or, at any rate, such as have 
molecular weight? 

Dr. Armstrong, in reply, referring to Prof. 
Foster’s remarks, said that there was great 
difficulty in discussing color, owing to the 
want of any agreement as to a color scale, 
which made it impossitie to compare effects 
produced in different regions of the spectrum, 
It would undoubtedly be necessary ultimately 
to take into account the absorption effected in 
the the regions beyond the visible; at present, 
however, there was far too little information 
at our disposal for this purpose, but he be- 
lieved that the same principles would apply in 
the main. In the course of the discussion he 
had been asked for explanations of matters 
which he did not pretend to explain; he did 
not claim that what he had said was particu- 
larly novel, but it did appear to him that it 
was of importance to group together the 
facts, and the conclusions with regard to the 
character of colored compounds in general, 
at which he had arrived, appeared to be of sig- 
nificance.

determine. The dominant idea on which the 
argument in the paper is based is illustrated 
by the author by comparison of the 
unsaturated hydrocarbons with the par- 
affines. In the paraffines, which are 
singularly inert compounds and all but 
colorless, even in the intra-red and ultra-violet 
regions of the spectrum, the carbon atoms are 
united only by single affinities, and the re- 
maining affinities are engaged by monad atoms; 
the unsaturated hydrocarbons are not only

The fact has been repeatedly mentioned in 
trade papers of late that dyestuffs can be used 
as fixing agents for other dyestuffs. Especi- 
ally is this said of alizarine as mordant for an- 
iline dyes, and this is frequently considered as 
a triumph obtained within the last few years. 
Although the use of alizarine and other dyes 
has largely increased within the last three 
years, nevertheless, judging from my experi- 
ence of many years, I know that the charac- 
teristic of various dyestuffs to act as mor- 
dants for anilinedyes was well kvown as long 
as ten yearsago. I take the liberty of men- 
tioning a few examples both of older and 
more recent times, my remarks being princi- 
pally directed to calico printing and dyeing. 
The chrome puce, known to every printer, 
isan example of the fixation of fuchsine or 1 
rubinetz by catechu, which contains beside | 
catechine (to which catechu owes its dyeing 
principle), tannin, the cateclsu-tannic acid, 
which here especially effects the fixation of 
the aniline dyes—in our case of the fuchsine. 
A color-containing catechu and fuchsine 
printed on, steamed and treated in a chromate 
of potash bath for fixing the catechu, pro- 
duces the color known as puce. In this man- 
ner the fuchsine is fixed as completely as this 
dye can be fixed upon a cotton fabric. In the 
same manner the dyestuffs, sumac, quercitron, 
fustic and hawthorn berries are capable of 
fixing the anilines.

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Origin of Color and the Constitution 
of Coloring Matters, 


F At a recent meeting of the London Chemica) 

Society, Mr. William Crooks, the president of 
\ the society, read the following paper upon 
F this subject, for which we are indebted to In- 
vention: 

The majority of compounds, especially these 
of carbon, ere colorless; and in the case of ele- 
ments whose compounds are invariably col- 
ored, the grcatest diversity of color- 
ing is often noticeable among the several 

compounds of one and the same element—as 
in that of chromium or manganese, for ex- 
ample; it is therefore clear that color isina 
high degree conditioned by special forms of 
intramolecular structure, and consequently 
that any attempt to determine the “origin of 
color” must be based on a knowledge of the 
structure of colored matters. For this reason 
it has become possible only within recent 
years to discuss the relation between color 
and constitution. The author first gives an 
account of what has already been done in this 
direction, and refers to Graebe and Lieber- 
mann’s paper on “The connection between 
constitution and color in the case of organio 
compounds,” and to that of O. N. Witt—"Zur 
Kenntniss des Baues und der Bildung far- 
bender: Kohlenstoffverbindungen,” Graebe 
and Liebermann laid down the rule as univer- 
sal application that, excluding colored metal- 
lic salts of colorless organic acids, all colored 
organic compounds which have been put to 
‘he test are decolorized by reducing agents 
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sumac, quercitron, fustic and berries contain, 
besides the dyeing principles, tanninous com- 
binations, which appear to fix the anilines 
more than their dyestuff. 

If it iscontended that the anilines are not 
alone fixed by the tannic acid contained in 
these vegetables, the fact cannot be denied 
that these tannins produce a much faster color 
















of the anilines than pure tannin or gallic acid. 
It is true, there are vegetable dyestuffs and 
their extracts which contain no tannin (or 
only traces of it), which nevertheless fix the 
anilines. For instance, such as hematine (log- 
wood) and its extracts, sanders wood, etc., as 
indeed many printing and dyeing establish- 
ments use the hematine, or its lakes, for the 
production of indigo-like shades, with blue 
anilines, dark green dyes in combination with 
green aniline dyes, such as methy] green, mal- 
achite green, etc.; like results are obtained 
with methyl] violet, brown dyes, etc. 

A fabric mordanted with an iron mordant 
and dyed with logwood or its extracts pro- 
duces a more or less deep black; if malachite 
green is added to the logwood bath, a deep, 
dark green known as Russian green is ob- 
tained. The same results are obtained by 
redyeing pieces dyed in logwood with mala- 
chite green. That the hematine, or its iron 
combination, but not the sesquixote of iron 
(the mordant for the logwood), serves as mor- 
dant for the malachite green, is shown by the 
following facts: 1. That the fabric first dyed 
in logwood is capable of absorbing much more 
malachite green than the iron mordant alone; 
2. That the color produced either by the first 
dyeing, or the dyeing at one time, with log- 
wood and malachite green, is much faster 
against light and washing than one produced 
by dyeing direct with an iron mordant and 
malachite green. This is also true of methyl- 
ene blue, methyl green, fuchsine, etc. 

As a substitute for indigo an oxidation 
product of the hematine, which in the major- 
ity of cases as fixei as printing color with 
chromic oxide, is also a good fixing agent for 
many anilines, and on account of this prop- 
erty it is largely employed both in calico 
printing and in piece-dyeing. 

The employment of alizarine in combination 
with the anilines also dates back to the middle 
of the decade of 1870, when it was first used for 
the brightening of alizarine violet. In later 
years, also other alizarine dyes were bright- 
ened with the anilines, and I will mention sev- 
eral instances. ‘The bright tone in violet, not 
to be produced in alizarine, is imparted methyl 
violet, for which purpose methyl violet (if 
steam-print alizarine violet) is mixed with the 
printing ‘coler. With piece-dyed fabric, the 
the pieces are first dyed with alizarine, and 
then brightened with methyl violet, or else 
dyed in one bath, composed of methyl violet 
and alizarine. The alizarine rose dyes are top- 
ped with eosine after dyeing, to produce 
bright colors. The colors as as prune and 
marooon, the first a dark prune blue with 


more or less reddish tinge, is produced 
by topping alizarine violet with fuch- 
sine or aniline violet or a mixture 
of both colors, according to desire, in 


the same manner as described for the bright- 
ening of violet, or it may also be dyed directin 
one bath with alizarine. 

Astrongly reddish brown or maroon with 
more or less blue tinge, is obtained by dyeing 
light brown in alizarine, after which the de- 
sired reddish blue tinge is imparted by violet 
or fuchsine. In the seme manner parme and 
a numerous series of fancy and mixed colors 
are produced, 

That it is really the alizarine, or its lake, and 
not itg mordant which serves as morda.t of 
the anilines is proved by the fact that all these 
colors are vastly superior in their resistance 
to washing, to those obtained by mordanting 
with alumina, iron or a mixture of both, and 
then dyeing the mordanted pieces with the 
desired aniline dyes.

Anethol.

With ammonia and lime (probably also ba- 
rium and strontium) anethol formssolid, crys- 
tallizable compounds. When fused, pure ane- 
thol is shaken with clear lime water, a 
crystalline white mass is immediately sepa- 
rated. After filtration, the compound can be 
freed from adhering lime water by washing 
with distilled water, and dried in the air, or by 
pressing between filter paper. The dried 
snow-white mass is soluble in ether and petro- 
leum ether. On evaporating the latter solu- 
tion—clear, transparent crystals remain,which 
after incineration, leave a residue consisting 
of lime. This shows that lime has entered into 
the combination, although it isa very unstable 
one. Forif the air-dried lime compound is 
fused, the lime separates on cooling. 

Whether the lime is combined with the ane- 
thol as oxide or as hydroxide, and in what 
| quantity, remains to be determined. These 
experiments, which were made with pure 
| anethol, were repeated with oil of anise. One 
hundred and fifty cc. of saturated clear lime 
water gave with 10 cc. of anise oil a yellowish 
crummy mass, which by repeated pressing 
| between blotting paper was obtained per- 
fectly white, and consisted of the above-men- 
| tioned calcium compound, By the addition of 
| hydrochlori2 acid, anethol was immediately 
| separated. The water filtered from the ane- 
| 


thol lime, when repeatedly shaken with fresh 
quantities of oi], continued to give precipi- 
tates. It was impossible to remove all the 
lime by repeated shaking with the oil, The 
filtrate had a yellow color, and after saturat- 
ing with hydrochloric acid, acquired avery 
disagreeable odor; only a small quantity of oil 
was thereby separated. 

Evidently, according to this method, milk of 
lime can be ueed in place of the lime water 
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for separating anethol from oil of anise ona 
large scale, but the ordinary method of press- 
ing in the cold will probably be used for this 
purpose. 

With ammonium hydrate, anethol behaves 
the same as with lime water. In this case a 
solid, crystalline mass is also obtainad, which 
after pressing between filter paper snd drying 
in the air, is readily soluble in petroleum 
ether and ether, and may be obtained in loose 
crystals. With potassium hydrate they evolve 
ammonia, and with hydrochloric acid they 
separate anethol. This compound is much less 
soluble in alcohol than in ether or petroleum 
ether. The separation of anethol from oll of 
anise may be effected with ammonium hy- 
drate in the same manner as with lime.— 
Chem. Tech. Ztq.

Purification of Mercury.

The method wnich I will describe, is based 
upon the simple thought, of purifying the 
mercury, which is to be used in apparatus in 
which it is brought into contact with the air, 
by exhausting the oxidizing action of the air 
on the impurities contained in the metal. 

It may appear surprising, that such a meth- 
od is not generally employed, but I have no- 
where found such a method of purification, 
and believe that a false impression regarding 
the ready oxidation of mercury in the air, has 
prevented the making of experiments in this 
direction. Considered from this point of 
view, the facts communicated in the following 
which relate to the oxidation of mercury by 
air, may proye of interest to the chemist. 

The apparatus which I use consists of a glass 
tube, 5cm, in diameter and 1.5 m. in length, 
which rests in a slightly inclined _ wooden 
trough. The lower end is closed by a cork, 
through which a funnel tube is passed for 
filling in the mercury, and a stoppered tube 
for discharging the mercury. The other end 
of the wide tube is connected with a pump, 
by means of which air bubbies are drawn 
through the mercury for 48 hours. 

“A large quantity of meroury can be treated 
atatime, The tube holds about 20 kilo., and 
the method is excellently adapted, when a 
small quantity of impurities is to be removed, 
e. g. for mercury which has fallen on the floor, 
or which contains small quanti‘ ies lead, zinc or 
tin. After the air has been passed through the 
metal for 15 minutes, a biack dust 
begins to form on the gurface (this 
is also black when the impurity is 
zinc) which consists of the oxide of the metal, 
dissolved in the mercury, mixed with much 
mercury and probably some oxide of mercury, 
also with sulphides, when the air has been 


taken from a laboratory or room in which gas 


is burned. 


These impurities are carried to the upper 


part of the tube when they are deposited in 
such a manner that after about 24 hours the 
surface of the mercury is perfectly bright, so 
that it is unnecessary to transfer the mercury 
to another vessel, or to cleanse the tube, in 
order to see whether the oxidation is com- 
plete, A fresh quantity of mercury can 
directly be treated in the same tube, and the 
operation repeated until the accumulated 
dust interferes with the operation and neces- 
sitates the cleansing of the tube. If the mer- 
cury had been used for amalgamating zino, 
the dust is bulky, and in such cases the pro- 
cess cannot be employed. 

The method is not only more convenient, 
but also more effective than those in which 
the mercury is washed with oxidizing solu- 


| tions, such as nitric acid, merouric nitrate, 


ferric chloride, etc. 

Of late years very ingenious apparatus have 
been invented for distilling mercury in va- 
cuum, and all which I have tested give good 
results. This is the only method which will 


remove the small quantity of silver generally, 


contained in mercury, but such a purification 
is superfions for mercury which is to be used 
in barometers and like instruments. 

I have never been able to find more than 
001 gm. silver and a trace of gold in 1 kilo 
mercury, and this small quantity of amalgam 
does not perceptibly alter the specific gravity 
of the mercury, nor change the appearance 
of the meniscus. 

The case is entirely different when the im- 
purity consists of an oxidizable metal, and 0°01 
gm. lead, tin or zinc in a liter mercury is 
much more than is permissible for laboratory 
use. It bas been found that these metals 
can be separated and determined as oxides, by 
treating the mercury for 48 hours with the 
current of air, The quantity of added metal 
was recovered and by using previously dis- 
tilled mercury, not a trace of residue was left 
after distilling in vacuo. 

The vacuum, which is produced by the drops 
of mercury during the distillation is so per- 
fect that with an apparatus made altogether 
of glass, and sealed before the blow pipe;when 
the mercury offers a large surface for evapor- 
ation a rapid and complete evaporation 18 ob- 
tained at a temperature not exceeding 150° C., 

a temperature at which the mercuric oxide is 
not decomposed. When care is taken.to have 
the air completely expelled before, heating, 
not a trace of mercuric oxide will be found. 

From this it follows that mereuric oxide is 
perfectly insoluble in mercury, which fact is 
of importance for the permanency of a barom- 
eter, because in the contrary case the density 
of the mercury would gradually change by 
the absorption of oxygen, It may be added 

















































the Anatolian licorice root to Europe for an- 
alysis, and satisfied himself of its commercial 
value, started a licorice factory in the small 
town of Sokia, near the mouth of the Meean- 
der, the natiyes were only too glad to allow 
his collectors to take away the roots from 
their fields free of charge, and the industry 
during the first years of its existence must 
have been a very profitable one indeed, for it 
is said that the gatherers received about 
ls 8d for every cwt. of root which 
they brought to the factory, the matenal 
costing the firm nothing, and the fresh root 
yielding about 30 per cent of juice. For many 
years Mr. Clark continued to hold a monopoly 
of this lucrative industry, and upon his re- 
tirement he transferred the business to one of 
his employes, the style being subsequently 
altered to McAndrew & Forbes. Mr. Clark’s 
successors largely extended the business, es- 
tablishing juice boiling establishments at 
Aidin, Kotcharli and Nasli, and laying almost 
the whole of the Meander valley under trib- 
ute for the collection of root. 

Determined efforts have repeatedly been 
made to wrest the monopoly from the British 
firm, but their hold upon the business isso 
strong as to render serious competition with 
them a matter of great difficulty. But quite 
lately an American house has established an 
export business in roots in the Hermos valley, 
though its operations do not seem to include 
the manufacture of juice. A German firm 
have also within the last few years started a 
boiling establishment at Omurlu, where about 
75cwt. of root are said to b3 treated every 
week. Owing to this competition it is report- 
ed that the English firm have been compelled 
to revise their terms with the farmers for the 
collection of the root. They now pay them a 
small royalty, and receive in return the 
exclusive right of digging for periods extend- 


that the observation on well made barometers 
also give evidence that the air is insoluble in 
mercury provided the tubes are thoroughly 
cleansed. Mercury which was purified by air 
was compared with distilled mercury; during 
two years both mercurys were well preserved 
in barometers. 

The question whether mercury is completely 
uno xidizable in the air has often been treated, 
and some of the most careful observers state 
that it does oxidize; but itis very difficult to 
tind a method which will give a decisive re- 
sult. 

The experiments mentioned show that under 
conditions in which other metals are rapidly 
oxidized, the mercury oxidizes very little. 
Air was passed for six days through a once 
purified mercury, without giving a perceptible 
quantity of the oxide. For this purpose the 
air must, however, be thoroughly purified, 
because the nitrous vapors, which are always 
present ina room in which gas is burnt, and 
the other impurities in the atmosphere ofa 
laboratory will soon show their presence by 
the formation of stains on the surface of the 
mereury. 

It appears that in some cases, oxidations 
which were not due to the action of free 
oxygen, were ascribed to the action of the air. 
Mercury cannot be touched with the finger 
without soiling it, and in general very porous 
dust, wich is capable of oxidation with the 
formation of ozone. or which condenses ni- 
trous gases or other constituents of the air, 
when brought in contact with mercury will 
cause oxidation. It is possible, that the dull 
surface of mercury baths, which disturb astro- 
nomical observations, is due to oxidation by 
means of dust, rather than the direct absorp- 
tion of oxygen. 

It is certain, that mercury placed in a closed 
vessel with air, and shaken with it, will not

oxygen. Onthecontrary we should arrive at 
acomplete absorption of the oxygen, if the 
statements made to prove the oxidation of the 
metal were correct. It appears to me, that in 
these experiments the impurities of the atmos- 
phere, were not sufficiently considered. Al- 
though it cannot positively be said, that mer- 
cury is not changed in pure air, such a change 
takes place so slowly, that the influence of the 
air, on thoroughly purified mereury is barely 
perceptible. 

Another fact deserves to be observed : It re- 
lates to the use of platinum apparatus in con- 
tact with mercury. and it is important to 
know, whether platinum is attacked under 
ordinary conditions. 

Platinum in thin sheets is not attacked 
in the cold, but on continued boiling with 
mercury in a flask which is sealed to ex- 
clude the air, the sheets are gradually cor- 
roded; a large portion separates as a 
black powder, and almost the ‘whole of it is 
only suspended in the mercury. Tne surface 
of the mercury remains bright, but when air 
is passed through such a mercury, the plati- 
gradually collects asa black powdor, and if 
the mercury is afterward distilled, there re- 
mains only a very smal! residue of platinum. 

From these observations, the conclusion 
may be drawn, that platinum may be em- 
ployed in contact with mercury, provided 
that it is not heated.—Chem, tech. htg.

The Licorice Industry in Asia Minor. 

Licorice juice is so generally looked upon as 
the product, almost exclusively, of Italy and 
Spain, that most people, even though they 
may be déalers in the article, will be surprised 
to find that we import, weight for weight, al- 
most as much licorice from Turkey as from 
Italy, although, of course, the average value 
of the Italian product is far higher. Official 
statistics disclose the fact that from 1883 to 
1887, inclusive, we received from Turkey (in 
this case almost synonymous with Smyrna) an 
aggregate of 5,604,752 lbs. of juice, worth 
£114,022, or say, 75s 6d per owt. on the average; 
while from Italy our import during the same 
period amounted to 6,493,128 Ibs., worth £217,- 
403, or, say, 748 6d percwt. Spain, whence the 

juice derives its popular name,is quire sinking 
into insignificance as a licorice-producing 
country, its aggregate exports to the United 
Kngdom from 1883 to 1887, inclusive, having 
been only 399,616 Ibs., worth £7,943; while last 
year they were only 13 owt., worth £72., or 
practically so small as to remain without any 
effect on the cost of the market, 
Turkey in Asia is therefore, with the possible 
exception of Italy, the largest. producer of 
licorice in the world. The Smyrna licorice in- 
dustry, which represents an annual value of 
about £160,000, and gives employment to many 
hundreds of people, is of comparatively mod- 
ern origin, and owes its existence to a British 
merchant named Clark who, about 1853, con- 
ceived the idea of turning into commercial 
use the vast quantities of licorice root which 
he had noticed growing wild in various parte 
of Anatolia, end especially in the valley of the 
Memender, a river famous in classic lore as the 
site of the cities of Antiochia and Miletus. 
The natives were totally unacquainted with 


Menemen, along the course of the Hermos 
river. The rootsare gathered from the mid- 
die of September until the middle of April, 
after which period the fields are required for 
cultivation, and the root, moreover, loses its 
juice. The treatment of licorice root for 
shipment or for juice manufacture does not 
materially differ from the system, obtaining 
in Italy and other countries. The root is left 
todry in the open from the gathering time 
until June or July, being turned over oncea 
month. It is then dried, pressed, packed in 
bales of about 246 cwt., and exported via 
Smyrna or Scala Nova, the bulk of the ship- 
ments going to the United States, where, 
since a heavy customs duty was placed upon 
juicé some years ago, both Messrs. McAndrew 
& Forbes and their American competitors 
have erected factories for treating the root. 
The principal consumers of licorice are the 
American makers of chewing tobacco, but 
large quantities are also employed in brewing 
and for the manufactnre of blacking. Since 
the United States placed a duty upon the juice 
that preparation is shipped mostly to England 
and Germany, Liverpool being the principal 
center of the trade. The juice is sold there 
according to brand,in the same way asthe 

Italian, and the value at present ranges from 
298 to 40s per cwt. For making juice the roots 
are cut smal), crushed, and placed in a large 
cauldron holding about 5 cwt., where they are 
boiled with water for three or four hours, 
when the liquid is decanted into another con- 
tainer. Another 244 cwt. of roots, with more 
water, are then added to the residue in the 
first cauldron, and after again boiling fora 
few hours the liquid is added to that in the 
second boiler, until about six Jots have been 
treated, and the juice in the second container 
has assumed the consistency of a tough mass. 
This mass is then decanted-into cases lined 
with paper, and holding about 24e ewt., where 
it soon forms a solid block. In 1887, 21,480 such 
cases were exported from Smyrna. The fresh 
roots yield from 80 to 32 per cent. of juice, and 
the woody residue is used for fuel. It is esti- 
mated that, inclusive of all charges and dues, 
the cost of the juice to the manufacturers is 
about i7s 4d per ewt., while its selling price at 
Smyrna averages 38s 8d per cwt.. thus leaving 
alarge margin of profit, notwithsanding the 
competition. Some time ago the Turkish 
finance authorities became alive to the fact 
that a welcome addition to the exchequer 
might be obtained by taxing so pro- 
fitable an industry, and accordingly, 
after the manner of the Sick Man, an “Ushur,”* 
or tithe of 10 per cent, subsequently raised to 
20 per cent, bas been imposed upon the manue- 
facturers, It is worthy of note that licorice 
root occurs not only in Anatolia, but also in 
Mesopotamia and Persia (it is now frequently 
imported here from ports in the Persian gulf), 
in the Caucasus, and along the shores of the 
Caspian, the Baku oil region being especially 
rich in it.—Chemist and Druggist.

They had hopéd that the market would show 
a decided improvement, but on the conttary 
it has continued to rule quiet, with stocks of 
all the articles only in moderate demand at 
best, small dealing to supply actual wants be- 
ing the order of the day.

Albumen.—The market. has ruled rather 
quiet since we last wrote,and but few new 
sales are reported.

Egg has sold 
to a fair extent at 0@65c. 

Aniline colors.—An advice from abroad that 
analine oi! had advanced ic is the only item 
in this market, and even this causes no special 
comment, the change merely being one of the 
usual fluctuations. Trading has been moder- 
ate in a jobbing way, with prices varying 
according to brand and quality. 

Alizarine has continued uninteresting, with 
a jobbing demand of moderate proportions re- 
ported, and quotations identical with those 
ruling last week, namely, 1744@20%c, as to 
amount of purchase and the brand desired, 

Bichromate of Potash has moved rather 
slowly, and in small quantities; with the mar- 
ket bare of features of interest, while quota- 
tions rule at 10\¢c for 5 cask lots or over, with 
a higher figure named on smaller lots. Bi- 
chromate of soda has sympathized with the 
potash, ruling quiet and unchanged at 8c 
for 5 cask lots or over. 

Cochineal is not wanted, and quotations con- 
tinue merely nominal at We for Teneriffe sil- 
ver, 29@30c for black, and 33c for gray black. 

Cutch is quoted with some firmness, while 
the business has been confined to trading in 
small jobbing lots at previous quotations, The 
“Geo. Skolfield” has arrived witha consider- 
able quantity of the article on board, but it is 
thought that, the supplies being held in so 
strong hands, the most of the cargo has been 
placed for consumption, The following figures 
are quoted : 644@6}4c for spot supplies, while 
to arrive the range is from 6@6i4c. These 
figures are for Diamond 8. M. Star B is held 
at 6i¢c, 

Divi divi—Seems to have received a “black 
eye.” The market is much easier, while the 
stock on spot is sufficient to suppiy all de- 
mands, with several lots on the way. All this, 
in conjunction with the fact that the demand 
is exceedingly limited, has tended to weaken 
values, and at the moment, supplies could be 
obtained at $40. 

Dye Woods—We are informed that there has 
been some attempt made to get manufactur- 
ers to take hold of some of the lots now on 
dock, but as far as we can ascertain, it has not 
been successful; but in spite of this fact, the 
market would appear to be a trifle firmer; a 
rather peculiar position, but the true one, A 
cargo of Nassau wood has arrived, which was 
sold. Two cargoes of St. Marc wood have come 
to port, one of which, per the Haytian Repub- 
lic, was sold previous to arrival, and the other 
is still on the dock, awaiting a purchaser, and 
this is the only extra cargo that has arrived 
for some little time. There is no Gonaives 
wood offering and very little Port de Paix to 
be had, and it is thought, in some quarters, 
that higher prices will prevail. There has'been 
an arrival of Jamaica wood on Contract, 


on which, it is said,a claim has been made, 
On extracts there is a rather better feeling, 
and if it was not for the slackness 
of trade,the market would undoubtedly be 
much stronger. <A slight increase in the de- 
mand is noticed, but there has been really no 
advance in the ruling figures. For 51. ex- 
tract, 644@6%c is quoted, with 42° at54@5i¢e. 
Imported 51° continues to rule at 10c., fustic 
at 744@9%c for 51° according to quality. 
Solid logwood is held at 104@ll}%c. Sumac is 
quotable at 344@3%c for domestic liquid 51° 
for imported the prices are very much unset- 
tled and in buyers’ favor. Hypernic at 124@lic 
for 51° and 20@24c for solid, 

Gambier—Would eppear to be a trifle easier, 
owing to the recent arrivals, and sales ina 
jobbing way, are reported at 634c ex store. 
To arrive there have been transactions to the 
extent of say, 500 bales at prices varying from 
54%4@64c. This is about the only article in the 
dye stuffs line, in which any interest is taken. 

Indigo—A little more movement in Bengals 
is notei, sales of 50 cases luw grade being re- 
ported at a figure in the neighborhood of 80c, 
and 100 cases, medium, at $110@120. Guata- 
malas have ruled quiet, with the market quo- 
ted firm, and stocks in limited supply at 70@ 
85c. Madras is quiet at 35@55c. 

Nutgalls—Advices from the other side still 
come strong, and the market at this port, is 
in a much better positicn than was 
the case some little time ago. Both 
Chinas and Aleppos are quoted with some 
firmness, but there has been no particular 
change in quotations. No special trading can 
be reported. There isa shipment of some 100 
cases of the latter, shortly expected, which 
have been sold. Quotations for Chinese are 15 
@léc and for Aleppos 144%@1L5c. 

Prussiate of Potash—Yellow has sold in a 
small way at our previous quotation of 19c, 
Red is not in particular demand, with 45c as 
the asking figure. 

Sumac—Advices from abroad are somewhat 
stronger, but there is no perceptible change 
in the position of the market at this port. The 
demand is considered very slow, owing it is 
said, to the fact that other goods are being 
substituted. Sales in a small jobbing way are 
reported at old figures. Virginia is in mode- 
rate demand at previous quotations. 

Tin crystals have sold in a moderate way for 
actual consumption, but no special business 
can be reported. The market is steady at 16@ 
18¢ in bbis and 1644@20c in kegs.

Improvements in the Manufacture of 
Alkalis and Compounds of Alkalis. 


An English invention relates to an improved 
process for the manufacture of alkalis and 
alkaline compounds by an_ electrolytic 
method. Previous attempts in this direction 
have failed, owing to the fact, discovered by 
the patentee, that the products obtained by 
electrolysis, being soluble and conductive by 
reason of their solubility, take up part of the 
electricity, and thereby effect their own de- 
composition, It is now proposed to avoid 
this cause of failure by rendering the other- 
wise soluble products of electrolysis insol- 
uble, or at least soluble with difficulty, at the 
time of their becoming so concentrated as to 
be injuriously acted upon, This principle is 
applied to the manufacture of sodium carbon- 
ate from sodium chloride in the following 
manner:—A solution of sodium chioride is sub- 
mitted to electrolrtic action, whereupon 
sodium hydrate and chlorine are formed in 
the first instance. Bdjore the sodium hydrate 
is redecomposed by the electric current, car- 
bonie acid is introduced into the solution, 
whereby the sodium hydrate is precipitated 
in the shape of sodium bicar- 
bonate. The latter is removed, and the 
mother liquor, brought up to its original 
concentration by the addition of a fresh 
quantity of sodium chloride, is again returned
